And yet a fortune so huge as to per- 
mit of such offers is as nothing to the 
power of another man. . Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, personally a quiet American citi- 
zen from Cleveland, a simple liver, 
with few habits of luxury, could ensi- 
ly buy half a dozen of the independent 
kingdoms of Europe; could without 
feeling it to any great extent in his 
pocketbook take up the debts of all the 
republics of Central and South Ameri- 
ca, says Harper’s Weekly. ' 
_ Again in 1844 Alexandre Dumas pub- 
lished a book called “The Count of 
Monte-Christo,” the basis of which is 
the fabulous wealth of an individual. 
The count finds a cave full of nimost 
priceless jewels. He buys men’s lives; 
he spends money everywhere; he comes 
to Paris with a notice from his Italian 
bankers giving him unlimited credit 
on a Paris bank. There is no limit on 
what he can draw from M. Danglers, 
It is entirely unprecedented. Nothing 
like it was ever known before. He 
draws 5,000,000 francs and ruins the 
banker, and still no complaint from his 
Roman-:ouse. He rights wrongs, he 
saves more lives, he punishes the 
guilty by the use of unlimited wealth, 
and then by and by he leaves Maxi- 
milian on the island of Monte-Christo 
with his bride and salls away. As 
Maximilian sees his big ship disappear 
on the horizon he finds Monte-Christo's 
will, leaving him his whole ‘fortune. 
This fortune, Dumas suggests in two 
or three places, was 100,000,000 francs 


- ($20,000,000). It is the greatest private 


fortune the Frenchman could conceive 
of in 1844. It is considerably less than 
the income of John D. Rockefeller in 
1903. 

So you might run on if it did not tire 
the brain to conceive more. But, most 
remarkable of all, this one individual 
made his unprecedented wealth with 
bis own brains. 


Kissing the Book. 
_ “Kissing the book” is more generally 
practiced in England than in this coun- 
try. Witnesses have enjoyed for sev- 


sworn in the Scottish fashion, but ex- 
tremely few exercise it, despite the 
frequent objections urged against kiss- 
ing the book on sanitary grounds. A 
witness in the Newcastle county court 
--has-contrived-to adhere to-the- practice, 
while showing his appreciation of the 
grounds on which doctors bave con 
demned it. Immediately he stepped 
into the witness box he produced a 
Testament from his pocket to be sworn 
on. This precaution was at once com- 
mended by Judge Greenwell, who re- 
marked that he himself would not kiss 
one of the court Testaments for £1,000, 
In a court in another part of the coun- 
try a Testament has been so long in 
use that it is calculated over 200,000 
persons bave kissed it. The officials 
are said to have made this interesting 


calculation known to the world with 


feelings of pecullar pride. 


Uncle Sam's Sweet Tooth, 

That Uncle Sam has a “sweet tooth” 
is demonstrated by the record of sugar 
importations for the year, which have 
incrensed to the largest total ever 
known. In addition to the sugar raised 
in this country more than 5,000,000,000 
pounds have been imported, which, 
with the domestic production, would 
give each man, woman and child in the 
United States about seventy-two 
pounds each per annum. As many per 


. sons do not eat anything like this 


amount and much sugar is introduced 
into the human body in other forms 
than the refined product, there must 
be many people who consume more 
than their own weight of sugar In a 
year. The quantity eaten in the form 
of confectionery is enormous, and if 
sugar would do it America should be a 
land of sweetness if not of Ilight.—Bos- 
ton Transcript. 


Liner Versus War Ship. 

Those unfamiliar with the difer- 
ences in the construction of ships made 
for war and peace may wonder that 
the speed of 13.1 knots an hour main- 
tained by the Koarsarge is a cause for 
jabilation when passenger steamers 
make more than 20 knots. The pas- 
senger ship, being bullt for speed, is 
given a,length ten times of ber beam 
measurement, while in the floating bat- 
tery the proportion is but five to one. 
The liner uses 25,000 to 87,000 horse 
power, while the Kenrsarge uses but 
6,500. The Kearsarge made in her of- 
cial trials 10.84 knots, but she was 
then greased for the occasion. Every 
lump of cou! used bad been sorted out 
by the builders, and a crew, every man 
an expert employed regularly in trials, 
sustained that speed for but four hours 
and in smooth water.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

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OUR NATIONAL GROWTH. _ 


Menty of Room Left, but it Wilk 
Probably slow Up. 

Fhe uuulysis of statistics concerning 
the Increase of population In the Unit- 
td States, Just issued by the census 
bureau at Washington. shows that we 
are still growing more rupidly than 
any other country in the world, with 
the exception of Argentina. The period 
under: consideration is that covered 
by the census of 100@—the decade from 
1800 to 1000. Our increase In popula- 
tion, not including Alaska ond the tn- 
sular possessions, was 20.7 per cent, or 
a fraction_more than 2 per, cent an- 
nually. We are growing at double the 
average rate of Europe and nearly 
double that of Canadu. As compared 
with Canada, however, It would be 
more accurate ta say “have been” than 
“are,” for the opening up of the Cana- 
diun northwest must bave mude an 
enormous difference In favor of the 
Dominion, and much of the growth 
there Is directly at. our expense. 

The fucts relating to the relative 
growth of the five divisions of the con- 
tinental United States—the north At- 
lantic, south Atlantic, north central, 
south central and western—ure signifi- 
cant. It was to be expected thut the 
rate of incrense would be greatest In 
the western divisions, comprising the 
Rocky mountain and Pacitic slope 
states and territories. But it seems 
remarknble that the lowest rute should 
be that of the north central states, or 
the middle west. The southern stutes, 
for the first time In our bistory, have 
grown faster than the northern. This, 
however, Is due to the development of 
the southwest. The two divisions, 
south Atlantic and south centrul, ure 
together clussed as southern, and this 
brings In both the Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma, together with Texas. All 
three of these are developing rapidly, 
in the manner of the fur west. Which 
they resemble more thnn the older 
south. Otherwise east of the Missis- 
sippi the northern states bave been 
growlug somewhat faster than the 
southern. The north Atlantic states, 
moreover, bave grown at a stendl!y In- 
creasing rate since the civil war—a 
healthy Indication on the whole of con- 
ditions that assure enduring prosperi- 
ty in this part of the country. 

It seems remarkable that the great 
and hustling middle west should ap- 
pear to be approaching a “full” condi- 
tion much more closely than the al- 
ready densely populated cast. Proban- 
bly one important factor Is the circum- 
stance that the former region is chief- 
ly agricultural and that under modern 
conditions relatively fewer and fewer 
-peraons are needed to carry-on agricul- 
tural operations than are demnnded 
for the manufacturing and commercial 
operations that prevail in the cast. 
The United States, as a whole, is of 
course far from filling up. There is 
room fora. population many. times lar- 
ger than what we now have, but the 
rate of growth will probably be much 
more moderate herenafter.—Doston Ier- 
ald. 


The Italian's Dreakfast,

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WHY THE MILK SOURS. 
How Dacterian Arc Doth tostile and 
Ferlendis to Dalrynien, 

How to keep uillk sweet for the lon- 
gest possible time Is a problem that has 
interested bousewives and dairymen 
ever since mankind discovered that 
milk Is good to drink. Various causes 
have been accused of making the milk 
sour, from lightning to ill tempcred 
fairies, but until within comparatively 
recent years no trustworthy reason 
was discovered. What has been found 
out in the modern scientific laboratories 
—particularly on this side of the water, 
at Wesleyan and Wisconsin universi- 
ties and at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, in Boston—is that bac- 
teria are responsible. . 

These. bacteria, of which there are 
many that have not yet been more 
than discovered, are everywhere in the 
alr of the dairy waiting an opportunity 
to fall head over ears, if one might use 
the expression, into the*firat milk pall. 
There are indeed comparatively few 
bacterin in the milk until it reaches 
the alr on its way from the cow to the 
milk pail. But the period of miiking 
Is long enough to admit a large number 
of micro organisms, and the milk is so 
good a substance for them to grow in 
that they Increase with marvcious 
rapidity. 

These bacterlu bave a twofold char- 
acter. Roughly speaking, they are a 
great nuisance to the dairyman who 
wishes to keep his milk swect for the 
market, and they ure also a great bless- 
ing to the dalryman who wishes to 
change it. into butter or cheese. They 
sour the milk by changing the milk 
sugar which it contains into an acid; 
but, on the other hand, without the 
chemical action produced by bneteria, 
neither butter nor cheese, ns we nre ac 
customed to these products, would be 
a possibility. 

Some of the dairy bacterin have been 
so cnrefully studied in the scientific 
laboratories that the bacteriologists 
have found out how to cultivate them, 
much as the dalryman might cultivate 
a particular breed of cows, and the 
bacteria that are responsible for “June 
butter” are thus cultivated and dís- 
tributed from the laboratory to the 
datry. By this partnership it bas be- 
come possible to produce a standard 
butter that is practically the same at 
whatever senson of the year it is man- 
ufactured. 

Cheese making also depends upon the 
action of these unseen helpers. Dif- 
ferent kinds of bacteria are undoubt- 
edly responsible for different cheeses, 
although modern science has not yet 
succeeded ..jn-tsolating..thém. and. sot- 
ting them to work under the orders of 
the cheese makers.

A former Brooklyn official who Is 
well known in many sections of the 
borough had occasion to attend a con- 
cert given in a large hall the other 
evening. His wife and many frienda 
were among those present. During an 
intermission every one was somewhat 
startled to hear a stentorian voice ring 
out from the gallery.

Slowly and majestically the afore- 
sald erstwhile official rose from his 
place in a prominent part of the house 
and faced the gallery in a dignified 
manner, as sulted his station In society.

Then it is sectarian 
as regards the Jew, and, if from the 
Old Testament only, then it is sec- 
tarian as regards the Christian, who 
demands the New Testament also, You 
cannot read the Bible in the school 
without teaching certain opinions about 
the Bible as held by different sects, ac- 
cording to the nature of the Bible you 
use,”—Herbert W. Horwill In Atlantic.

In passing one may note that Stanley 
has been so long in favor with roman- 
tically minded mothers that. we nre in 
danger of forgetting thst it is renlly a 
surname and, into that, the property of 
a noble house. So are Sidney, Howard 
and Herbert. 

. Collins is not a very distinguished 
name, but stick “Wilkie” or “Mortimer” 
in front of it, and it recalls cither 
thrilling mystery stories or dainty love 
idyls, while preceded by “Churton” It 
stands for expert literary criticism, 
Bell, again, is somewhat commonplace, 
but how changed when you hitch “Mo- 
berley" or “Currer” to it! Morley 
Roberts. sounds rather superior to Ar- 
thur or Jobn of that ilk, though the 
bearers of the last two names have 
been not undistinguished in their re- 
spective lines of business.

Irish Tobacco. 

John Redmond'’s recent plea for the 
legalization pf tobacco culture in Ire- 
land recalls the fact that it was per- 
mitted there until 1830, though forbid- 
den in England and Scotland. Wex- 
ford tobacco was then so highly es 
teemed that its price was three times 
as great ns the Virginian leaf. The 
rapid extension of the culture, more 
than 1,000 acres being planted with to- 
bacco, led to its prohibition in 1830. 
Twenty years ago Gladstone. expressed 
his dissatisfaction wif the veto and 
offered to remove It if a schemé were 
produced for the collection of the duty 
so that the revenue might not suffer. 
Two years ogo an official experiment 
was made in Meath, an acre of land 
ylelding 1,700 pounds of serviceable to- 
bacco. This Irish tobacco, It is sald, 
was inferior to American leaf, but this 
is largely considered a matter of “cur- 
ing.” Even Australian grown tobacco 
was a rank failure until the British 
goverynent engnged an American ex- 
pert to Instruct and advise the planters.

Glass That Will Not Crack. 

A new kind of glass that resists 
great heat as well as sudden changes 
of temperature is made from Brazilian 
quartz pebbles. The pebbles are heat- 
ed red hot and then thrown into dis- 
tilled water. The purest picces aro 
next selected and welded with tho 
oxyhydrogen blowpipe into long stems 
like knitting needles, from which glass 
vessels of any shape can be made. At 
present the quartz glass is chiefly eme 
ployed for making laboratory appara- 
tus, Into a test tube made in this way 
a white hot coal can be dropped with- 
out breaking it. Vessels of other forms 
can be heated whito hot and then 
plunged into cold water without crack- 
ing.

Locomotive Headlights. 

A recent improvement in railroad lo- 
comotive headlights is to send a beam 
of light vertically from the locomotive, 
as well as straight ahead. The column 
of light rising vertically from the loco- 
motive can be seen from a great dis- 
tance, even though a hill should inter- 
vene to ‘hide the ordinary heddlight 
and dull the sound of the whistle. The 
searchlight effect used aboard ships is 
thus to some extent utilized. An ap- 
proaching locomotive with this device 
‘always signals its coming with a “pil- 
lar of Ore” by night, producing an im- 
pressive ap well as useful effect,

[TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


` Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 4.—1n this sermon the 
preacher teaches a timely lesson on 
the wisdom of exercising tolerance and 
forbenrance between man and man 
and reminds us that the faults and 
weaknesses which we condemn in oth- 
ers may find a parallel in ourselves. 
The text-is Philippians iv, 5, “Let your 
moderation be known unto all men.” 

What does the Pauline word “mod- 
eration” mean? “I know,” says one. 
“It,means: Do not be an extremist. Do 
oni a hobby to death. Do not focus 
your eyes upon one truth so long that 
you become blinded to the relative im- 
portance of other truths, nor upon one 
error until you lose sight of the evil 
effects of all other errors. ‘Virtue is a 
road which bas a hedge and a ditch 
on both sides," once wrote a famous 
writer. A man may be moderate in one 
thing and not in another. A man may 
be an ascetic ns far as enting and drink- 
ing are concerned, and yet he mny be 
licentious. A mun who has no ambition 
may be avaricious.” It is not evough 
to be right in one matter if you ar? 
careless on other matters equally im- 
portant: 

“Let your moderation be known unt 
all men" means: Do not be a fanatic, 
a one sided, monstrosity, like a dove 
with one wing cropped, flapping about 
in the barnyard and yet unable to rise 
ten feet Into God's great heaven of 
blue. Do not expend, all your ener- 
gies preaching against the evils of in- 
toxication and at the same time be a 
glutton. Do not preach against gam- 
bling with cards when you gamble with 
railrond stocks. Do not berate the thief 
who steals a loaf of bread and honor 
the thief who cheats his nelghbor in a 
real estate deal. Do not advocate phys- 
ical culture to such an extent that you 
ride 100 miles a day on a bicycle or be 
such a “fresh air flend"” that your open 
window in the railroad train will be

Wisdom of Moderation, 
That tbe Pauline idea? No, my 
friend, you are wrong. When Paul 
sald, “Let your moderation be known 


-unto-all_men,”-he -was-not;-as Bishop 


Villlers once expressed it, “alluding to 
the gratification of our desires general- 
ly, but especially temperance or self 
restraint in our relation to others, in 
our abstinence from anger and harsh- 
ness and vengeance.” He is saying, 
às the revised version translates the 
sentence, “Let your forbearance or 
gentleness be known unto all men.” 
Today instead of preaching upon what 
you should eat and drink and where- 
with you be clothed aud bow much 
exercise you should take I shall preach 
upon how you should smile and talk 
and shake hands and forgive and love. 
This sermonic theme is not how we 
should live, but how we'should be wlll- 
ing to let others live. 

Be patient, in the first place, even 
with the Irritating Idlosypcrasies and 
the offensive mannerisms that are 
found in almost every one with whom 
we come In contact. Be patient witb 
thelr peculiarities, especially if they 
are nonessentials in reference to the 
honesty and noble characteristics of a 
man. De patient especially because 
wrong types of marked individuality, 
if harnessed in the right way, will of- 
ten mean great success for us and for 
those whom it is our privilege to in- 
fluence. ` 

A strange law -decrees that insanity 
is sometimes thè handmald of genius. 
The inspired eye, which afar off can 
discover a star, is often so nearsight- 
ed that it cannot see a diamond glit- 
tering close at hand. Samuel Johnson 
once said in reference to the blind poet 
of England, “Milton, madam, was a 
genius who could cut a colossus from 
a rock, but could not carve heads upon 
cherry stones.” Joseph Cook was the 
intellectual and the mental and spir- 
{tual Hercules who stood year after 
year in old Boston forging Scriptural 
thunderbolts and damming back the 
pernicious and dangerous teachings of 
the leaders of anti-Christian doctrines. 
Yet Joseph Cook, great as he was, 
would have been utterly unfitted for 
an ordinary: pastorate. His last days 
were passed in a sanitarium, in a place 
consecrated to the work of caring for 
mental incompetents. Joseph Cook's 
brain was a magnificent plece of men- 
fal machinery, that, lke otber delicate 
machinery, was ensily thrown out of 
gear. Thus we find that’ the greatest 
poets and musicians and artists and 
sculptors, statesmen, dramatists, law- 
yers, physicians and ministers bave 
sometimes been men of startling weak- 
ness as well as of startling strength. 
Like Atlas, their shouklers were big 
and strong enough to carry a world. 
upon thelr backs. Like Alfred the 
Great, thelr fingers were too cluinsy 
and forgetful to care for a fire which 
the wife had detailed them to watch 
while she was looking after the other 
household cares. Geniuses are often. 
most exasperating. I always bad a 
great deal of sympathy for Xuntippe. 
who has been branded as the female 
arch scold of the nges. Perhaps she 
had a right to scold. She was married 
to Socrates; the greatest genius of al? 
Greece. 

The startling characteristics, good ox 
bad, which can be found in the ten 
talent men on a big scale can also be 
found in the one talent men on a small 
scale. In the ordinary walks of life 
every where are people cursed or marred. 
with various imperfections, They are 


People in one sense, but bad in 
a er. Wo define them as “peculiar” 
people™We call them “peculiar” be- 


cause through cach runi d mental or 
physical weakness, as a mineral vein. 
runs through the rocks.of a mighty 
mountain. We say: “I like So-and-so;. 
but he has one fearfully irritating char- 
acteristic, He will muss up a room ey- 
ery time he enters it” Or you say: “J 
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like Mrs. So-and-so. but every time sne 
calla—she—mukes— some nettiesome—re- 
mark that stings like a brier bush. 
When she comes to visit me I am al- 
ways glad to welcome her. When she 
leaves I am always gladder to see her. 
go. She is never with me ten minutes 
without making me unhappy. She says 
something disagreeable aboyit my dress, 
my house, my children or ny husband. 
Yes, I feel and know thag Mrs. So-and- 
80 is a good woman and that she loves 
me, but she has the tantalizing faculty 
of always unintentionally saying some- 
thing mean.” 

Ah, yes. All of us have had such 
bitter experiences as these from 
the irritating peculiarities of our 
friends, So Paul comes to us today in 
the words of my text. He snys: “My 
brother, you must be lenient and gen- 
tle in your dealings with the faults and 
failings of others. You must be yleld- 
ing, as the wave of an Incoming ‘tide 
is ylelding, It first brenks Itself into 
pieces and then crawls up nnd fits It- 
self into all the nooks end crannies of 
the seashore. You must be yielding In 
the nonessentials, so that you can 
cause your life to be successfully fitted 
into the peculiarities of others, as one 
factory wheel will fit Into the cogs of 
another wheel.” 

Franklin's Gospel, 

Would that we might always practice 
Benjamin Franklin's gospel of tmoders- 
tion! His toleration of the nonessen- 
tals of life was never more yrandly 
demonstrated than In the list great 
public service which he rendered to 
his country. When over eighty yeurs 
of age he made the peroration of his 
life in pleading for the ndoption of the 
constitution of the United States In 
the great constitutional convention 
which met in Philadelphia in 1787. 
He admitted, during his address, that 
the constitution under discussion did 
not satisfy him in toto. He wanted 
one legislative assembly, not two. He 
wanted an executive council, with 
the president at the head, Instend of all 
executive power being vested in one 
man. He wanted the president of the 
United States to serve without salary. 
“But,” said the grand old sage of Phila- 
delphia, “the older I grow the more 
I doubt my own Infallibility and the 
more I belleve that others may oc- 
casionally be right. I am not like the 
French lady who one day sald to her 
sister, ‘I do not know how it happens, 
alster, bet.l2eet with-nobody-Lut-m yr 
self that is always in the right.’ 
Therefore, though I may not like this 
constitution in toto, I do feel that it 
is the best for all parties upon which 
we could ever agree. And, Mr. Presl- 
dent, I cannot help expressing a wish 
that every member of this convention 
who may ‘sttl! hnave-obfections to it* 
would with me on this occasion doubt 
a little of his own Infallibility. and to 
make manifest our unanimity put his 
name to this Instrument.” That plea 
of Benjamin Franklin is n good ex- 
position of what. Paul's._moderation 
means. It means giving up a little in 
order to fit your life into the nonessen- 
tial peculiarities of other people. It 
is this useless friction, this useless rub- 
bing each other the wrong way, this 
useleas expecting other people to be 
like ourselves, instead of all people 
trying to bear and forbear, that have 
caused much—naye, perhaps most—of 
the trouble of the world. “Let your 
kindness, your tolerance, your gentle- 
ness, your pliability be known unto all 
men.” 

Practice Forbcarance. 

Be patient, In the next place, with 
those people wl were born spiritually 
blind, because their uncestors, like the 
progenitors of the blind fish In Ken- 
tucky’s Mammoth cave, passed thelr 
lives In total darkness. Re patient 
with those men in whose veins tlows 
the tainted blood of generations upon 
generations of sinners, 

Blood should be thicker than water. 
Blood should be a potent factor In the 
making or unmaking of n man. I am 
in no sense a fatalist. I am not one of 
tbose indifferent, never may care men 
who try to excuse thelr sloth and lazi- 
ness by advocating the doctrine, 
“What is to be will be, and what is 
not to be will not be!” I am not fool- 
ish enough to think that “a man can 

» born to be eternally destroyed, no 
matter how he may try to prevent it 
or what he may do or say.” But lam 
one of those believing people who are 
ready to grant that, by reason of the 
operation of the laws of heredity, it is 
harder for some people to do right 
than for others, and to grant also that, 
because of beredity,' it Is easier for 
some to do wrong than for others. 
Never wns a more sensible salutation 
given than that with which King Saul 
accosted the young shepherd boy, Da- 
vid’ “Whose son art thou, young 
man? If David was the son of Jesse, 
the Bethlehemilte, Saul hnd n right to 
expect that the Ind would grow up to 
be a good man. If he was the son of 
a bad father the king had n right to 
be wary of such offspring. Blood 
thicker than water? Of course It is. 
All of us should believe what our cyes 
everywhere behold. Baldwin apples 
do not grow upon fall pippin trees un- 
less Ingrafted. In the spiritual as well 
as in the yegetable and animal king- 
doms “like always produces like.” 

The hereditary low In oll its differ- 
ent aspects belong ncreed upon, why 
should you not be patient In your deal- 
ings with those whose ancestors were 


not good and true’und pure Christians, 
as were youre fathers and grundlaihers 


and great-grandparents?) Have you a 
right to expect the child of an Aztec 
sun worshiper, within the first year of 
his conversion, to bave us beuwuliful n 
conception of the cross us the child of 
that Indian missionary who last year 
gave up his’ fe for Christ) within 
sight of a horrible gbat burning upon 
the banks of the Ganges? Have you 
a right to expect that young boy whom 
you took from a foundling home and 
adopted to have as ensy a time living 
the Christian life as your own flesh 
and blood?) Perhaps that boy Is the 
son of two thieves, while your child fa 
the son of a good mother. Remember, 
as a spiritual oculist, you cannot ina 
day open the visual windows of one 
born blind. Remember, it is a greater 
triumph to teach the deaf and the 
dumb-to correctly pronounce the five 
vowel lettérs, a, e, 1, 0, u, than it is to 
teach a well schoolboy the whole of 
Webster's famous reply to Senator 
Hayne. Ob, my brother, do not fret 
and worry and lose your paticnce in 
your dealings with those of bad spir 
itual ancestry. Be gentle! Be for- 
bearing! Be forgiving! Be kind! Be 
merciful! Be moderate in all things, 
Forgive not only seven times, but sov- 
enty times seven. , 
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È De Slow to Condemn, - 

Be patient. In the next place, with 
the Peters of the three denials, There 
are many, very many, of them. They 
are’ not the sinners who mean to do 
wrong, but they are the sanguine tem- 
peraments who overestimate thelr own 
abilities. They at times love the Lord 
with all their strength, but, then, un- 
derestimating the strength of ovil, they 
deliberately run into temptation, to be 
overthrown not once, but twice and 
thrice. 

The Peters of the three denials! Per- 
haps that young mun whom you dis- 
charged: only last week was one of 
them. Ile was a fine young fellow. 
Everybody who came In touch with 
him liked him. Bright? There was no 
brighter boy In your store. He was 
not only bright, but be was the son 
of a good Christian father. He knew 
better, but he would drink. He came 
into your office drunk about one year 
ago. You forgave him once. You for- 
gave him twice. Whei be did it the 
third time you suld. “Out you go!” 
And out of the store list week he went. 
Or perhaps he was that employee of 
yours who was arrested because he 
stole from your safe and then, to cover 
it up. manipulated the ledger. His def- 
aleutlons went on for months. Or 
perhaps he was that Peter whom you 
caught lying to you. The first time you 
suid nothing. The second thine you 
proved to him that he _preyarteated. 
The third time you discharged lim on 
the spot. And yet in spite of those lies. 
of those defuleations, of those drunk- 
ennesses, you could not help liking this 
Peter of the thrve denials. You loved 
him for his own sake. You liked him 
on account of his father and moth- 
er. Then, my brother, if you like that 
lad, if you think be has even yet the 
making of a good man in him, if he 
can overcome that one fault, why not 
take him back again? Why not give 
him another chance? “No, no,” you an- 
swer. “I bave given him three difer- 
ent chances. Three times are enough.” 
Are they enough, my brother? Remem- 
ber the Ind's parents. Remember that 
he is an impulsive fellow and not bad 
at heart. Remember that Christ for- 
gave Peter ngain ond again until at 
last Peter rose above his weaknesses 
and gave his life fully and freely back 
to Christ. Will you do ns much for 
that young man in your employ as 
denye 
ing disciple? 

Evil of Hasty Judgment. 

From the filthy pieces of clothes gath- 
ered by the ragpickers In Germany and 
France I have seen the manufacturers 
of Watervliet, Mich., make the purest 
and whitest writing paper. From even 
the modern Peters of the three denials 
there have been developed the Peters 
of the martyred blood. One day Gen- 
eral Charles George Gordon, more 
widely known as “Chinese” Gordon, 
saw a handsome Chinese youth being 
led out to execution... The- condemned 
had been gullty of many crimes. Gor- 
don wns struck with the looks of the 
lad and begged for bis life. He said 
that he himself would guarantee that 
the boy would do right. Gordon's re- 
quest was granted. The famous soldier 
of Queen Victoria and of Jesus Christ 
took the lad to his own quarters. He 
made .the Chinese boy then nud there 
promise never to do wrong again. Did 
he fulfill his pledge? From that day on 
the most falthful servant Gordon ever 
had about him was that boy, rescued 
by the Christian general from the exe- 
cutloner’s ax. He followed Gordon in 
his Chinese mission work. He followed 
Gordon to Egypt. And the Chinese 
lad's blood mingled with Charles 
George Gordon's blood when the mas- 
Racre nt Khartum ended the earthly 
life of England's most fumous Chris- 
tian soldier. Ah, the Peters of the 
three denials are worth saving. 

Be patient, In the next place, with 
those sinners who have no sympathy 
with their fellow men's sins. It Is very 
easy for us to pass judgment upon oth- 
ers. It is very bard, however, for us 
to be willing to let others criticise their 
neighbors when they themselves are 
flagrantly guilty of the same sins. Yet 
everywhere we find that those phar- 
isalcal people who themselves are most 
open to criticism ure the most critical 
of others. <= 

Sit any dny you. will In a crowded 
city street car and find an Illustration 
of what I menn.. When the poor old col- 
ored washerwoman tries to enter with 
her bundles and drops some packages 
who laughs—the educated gentleman 
or the refined Indy, the man whose 
cerebral development Indicates the 
dome of his akull covers a well devel- 
oped brain, or are the laughers and the 
scoffers found among the ignorant and 
the stupid, among those whose Intellect 


In all probability Is not even os great 
as thut of the old black woman, who 


never hid a day's schooling In all her 
life?) Who ia bardest upon the young 
girlor boy who has gone astray? The old 
Christian man und woman who from 
thelr very earliest days bave prayortul- 
ly followed Christ? Oh, no! -The per- 
sons who will be most apt to pass the 
hardest criticiain against the fallen 
are the men afd the women who dare 
not have the search Ught of investiga- 
tlon turned upon their own Hives. So 
some of us enn well manke the nasser- 
tion: “We despise sin, but we despise 
worse the sinner who is criticising sin 
when he himself is guilty of the sume 
or even worse sins,” 
Avoid Harsh Criticisms, 

Rut, steady, my brother. Le patient 
also with those who nre harsh Iu thelr 
criticisms of others. Lkemember that 
for them n day of reckoning Is coming, 
or perhaps has come. Who among your 
brothers and sisters today is having 
the hardest times? Is It not the sister 
who never had In her heart nny love 
for the common people? Is It not the 
sister who felt she was soclilly and 
mentally n ittle higher than any one 
else?) Who today is most mercilessly 
laid upon the dissecting table of criti- 
cism and baving bis whole life cut to 
pieces? [Is it not the man 'who himself 
once most vigorously wielded the cen- 
sorious scnipel? Do not worry thuat 
these sinners who are so harsh in their 
criticisms against the sins of others 
will not have their just rewards. Ver- 
ily, verily, I say unto you, thelr. con- 
demnation Will come from God. It ís 
better for us not to try to snatch the 
divine thunderbolts out of God's hand. 
Be patient eyen Jn. your. criticisms 
against those unjust critics, “Let your 
moderation be known unto;all men.” 

But there is still another class of ag- 
gressive critica against which I would 
plead with you to apply the teachings 
of my text,” They are those who:have

do not mean those who are maliciously 
falsifying, but ‘those who honestly, 
truthfully and positively do not like 
your way of doing things. Now, my 
brother, the best way for you to over- 
come such criticism is not by going out 
and trying to destroy your neighbor's 
influence for good, but simply by being 
patient; by simply. saying nothing 
against your honest though antag- 
onistic neighbors, but by goling ahead 
and doing your own work in your own 
way and proving beyond all peradven- 
ture that God has blessed you and will 
continue to bless you in ‘what you are 
doing in his name. 

Let me suggest one other overmas- 
tering consideration which ought to 
control all your impatience with oth- 
ers: How much does God bear with 
from you? When he who is so wise 
and pure looks upon you nnd sees you 
more clearty with all your faults than 
you can see yourself, {3 it not surpris- 
ing that he does not give you up? Yet 
he bears with you and loves you still. 
Cannot you who owe so much to God's 
forbearance bear with the faults of 
your fellow men? å 

The Harbor of Safety. 

Nine-tenths of all the criticisms made 
against us would soon die if we our- 
selves did not go forth to fight those 
criticisms and thus make matters 
worse. Hugh Clifford, the old jungle 
traveler, once vividly described a 
startling experience he had when trav- 
eling In the Malay peninsula. He and 
his nen were attacked by a huge swarm 
of angry, revengeful bees, Immediate- 
ly the party swung thelr blankets 
around their heads and tried to fight 
them off, but it was useless. They 
were stung on head, arms and legs; 
they were stung everywhere. “Tanke 
to the water!” Clifford cried to his men. 
The Malays ran for their lives, The 
bees not only drove them into the wa- 
ter, but continued stinging them there. 
The furious insects threatened to kill 
them while they were in the river it- 
self. “With hands like boxing gloves 
and heads like inflated footballs from 
the awful stinging,’ wrote Clifford, 
“my suffering party then limped away 
to the next village. Half an bour later 
one of my men came into the village 
uninjured. He had seen the bees com- 
ing and had sat down and awalted the 
assault, They covered him from head 


they did not sting him.” What is true 
of the Malay bees is true also of the 
human bees. With buzz and threat- 
enings in grent swarms they may light 
upon you. They may craw! all over you 
and aggravatingly tickle your face and 
hands and heart, but if you will not 
fight them, but simply go on doing the 
work that God has given you to do,_ 
your assailants will become harmless, 
and after awhile they will leave you 
in peace and in ease, 

Thus, my friends, the whole tench- 
ing of this text is.this: Drop your bat- 
tlenx ond os n Christian farmer go 
to gospel seed planting. Drop your 
war clubs and go to driving. an ambu- 
lance. Do not bonst of how many ene- 
mies you have killed, but speak vather 
of how many friendsyou have been able 
to win through gospel love. This text 
has In It the language of pardon, not 
the hiss of hate. It Is a flower garden 
whose most fragrant blossoms grow 
best upon the grave hillocks under 
which are buried the hideous corpses 
of bitter strife. It is a lighthouse to 
Warn voyagers off the dangerous rocks 
and to guide them into the harbor of 
safety and not the search light of an 
invader, ready to single out for de- 
struction a hiding foe. Oh, my brother 
and sister, will you not try to practice 
Paul's moderation? Will you not Ict 
your forbearance and gentlen, and 
Christian forgiveness be kn nto 
all men?

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Houses And Outbuildings Swept Away By 
- Recent Terrific Storm. Station Re- 
mains. Methodist Protestant 


Campground Wrecked. 

Capt. John Long, who is in charge of 

e Life Saving Station at Fenwick 
Island, says that the destruction has 
been great and that the members of the 
crew themselves have been in apre- 
carious position. The storm started 
there Friday afternoon and the wind 
blew the most trrific gale ever known 
along the coast. The tide swept over 
the Island to a great depth, carrying 
away every house and outbuilding ex- 
cept the station and smashing two of 
the lifeboats and one of the boat 
houses. 

All day Saturday and Sunday the 
storm raged with undiminished fury 
and it was impossible to communicate 
in any manner with the mainland. The 
crew were shut up inthe station and 
could not even venture outside during 
that timo. All tbeir fresh provisions 
gave out and they only had asmall 
quantity of canned goods. Fortunately 
all the women had left the Island 
before the storm started. There were 
four dwellings, belonging to members 
of the crew, and eight buildings, which 
were all swept away. Trees, fences 
and other articles were picked up by 
the wind and oarried across to the 
mainland. The wind blew with such 
fury that the houses were ground to 
pieces, in many cases nothing being 
left that could be distinguished as part 
of a house, ` i

any fiction could ever have mude them. 
Think of it for a moment! Andrew 
Carnegie, a canny little Scotch boy, 
came to this unknown land a few 
, decades ago barefooted and last year 
offered to settle the Venezuelan im- 
broglio between Germany, England, 
France, Italy and the South American 
republic by loaning Venezuela the en- 
tire sum of these international debts. 
And yet a fortune so huge as to per- 
mit of such offers is as nothing to the 
power of another man. Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, personally a quiet American citi- 
zen from Cleveland, a simple liver, 
with few babits of luxury, could-eas!- 
ly buy half a dozen of the independent 
kingdoms of Europe; could without 
feeling it to any great extent in his 
pocketbook take up the debts of all the 
republics of Central and South Ameri- 
ca, says Harper’s Weekly. 

Again in Alexandre Dumas pub- 
lished a book called “The Count of 
Monte-Christo,” the basis of which is 
the fabulous wealth of an individual. 
The count finds a cave full of almost 
priceless jewels. 
he spends money everywhere; he comes 
to Paris with a notice from his Italian 
bankers giving him unlimited credit 
on a Paris bank. There is no limit on 
what- he can draw from M. Danglers. 
It is entirely unprecedented. Nothing 
like it was ever known before. He 


draws 5,000,000 francs and ruins the. 


banker, and still no complaint from his 
Roman house. He rights wrongs, he 
saves more lives, he punishes the 
guilty by the use of unlimited wealth, 
and then by and by he leaves Maxi- 
milian on the island of Monte-Christo 
with his bride and sails away. As 
Maximilian sees his big ship disappear 
on the horizon he finds Monte-Christo’s 
will, leaving him his whole fortune. 
This fortune, Dumas suggests in two 
or three places, was 100,000,000 francs

grounds on which doctors have con- 
demned it. Immediately he stepped 
into the witness box he produced a 
Testament from his pocket to be sworn 
on. This precaution was at once com- 
mended by Judge Greenwell, who re- 
marked that he himself would not kiss 
one of the court Testaments for £1,008. 
In a court in another part of the coun- 
try a Testament bas been so long in 
use that it is calculated over 200,000 
persons bave kissed it. The oficials 
are said to have made this interesting 
calculation known to the world with 
feelings of pecullar pride. 


Uncle Sam's Sweet Tooth. 
That Uncle Sam has a “sweet tooth” 
is demonstrated by the record of sugar 
importations for the year, which bave 
increased to the largest total ever 
known. In addition to the sugar ralsed 
in this country more than 5,000,000,000 
pounds have been imported, which, 
with the domestic production, would 
give each man, woman and child in the 
United States about seventy-two 
* pounds cach per annum. As many per- 
“sons do not eat anything like this 
amount and much sugar is Introduced 
into the human body in other forms 
than the refined product, there must 
be many people who consume more 
than thelr own welght of sugar In a 
year. The quantity eaten in the form 
of confectionéry is enormous, and if 
sugar would do it America should be a 
land of sweetness if not of light.—Bos- 
ton Transcript. 


Lincr Versus War Ship. 
Those unfamiliar with the differ- 
ences in the construction of ships made 
for war ond peace may wonder that 
the speed of 18.1 knots an hour main- 
tained by the Kearsarge is a cause for 
jubilation when’ passenger steamers 
make more than 20 knots. The pas- 
senger ship, being bullt for speed, is 
given a length ten times of her -beam 
measurement, while in the flonting bat- 
tery the proportion is but five to one. 
The liner uses 25,000 to 37,000 horse 
power, while the Kearsarge uses but 
30,500. The Kearsarge made in ber oM- 
cial trials 16.84 knots, but she was 
then greased for the occasion. Every 
lump of coal used had been sorted out 
by the builders, and a crew, every man 
an expert employed regularly in trials, 
sustaihed that speed for but four hours 
and in smooth water.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

OUR NATIONAL GROWTH. 


Mlenty of Room Left, but It Will 
Probably Slow Up. 

The avulysis of statistics concerning 
the Increase of population In the Unit- 
ed - States, Just Issued by the census 
bureau at Washington, shows that we 
are still growing more rapidly tban 
any other country in the world, with 
the exception of Argentina. The period 
under confideration is that covered 
by the census of 1900—the decade from 
1890 to 1900. Our increase In popula- 
tion, not Including Alaska and the in- 
gular possessions, was 20.7 per cent, or 
a fraction more than 2 per cent an- 
nually. We are growing at double the 
average rate of Europe and nearly 
double that of Canada. As compared 
with Cannda, however, it would be 
more accurate to say “have been” than 
“are,” for the opening up of the Cana- 
dian northwest must have mude an 
enormous difference In favor of the 
Dominion, and much of the growth 
there is directly at our expense. 

The facts relating to the relative 
growth of the five divisions of the con- 
tinental United States—the north At- 
lantic, south Atlantic. north central, 
south central and western—are signifi- 
cant. It was to be expected that the 
rate of increase would be greatest in 
the western divisions,- comprising the 
Rocky mountain and Pacific slope 
states and territories. But it seems 
remarkable thut the lowest rate should 
be that of the north central states, or 
the middle west. The southern stutes, 
for the first time in our history, bave 
grown faster than the northern. Thia, 
however, is due to the development of 
the southwest. The two divisions, 
south Atlantic and south central, ure 
together classed as southern, and this 
brings In both the Indinn Territory und 
Oklahoman, together with Texas. All 
three of these are developing rupldly, 
in the manner of the far west. which 
they resemble more than the older 
south. Otherwise east of the Missis- 
sippi the northern states have been 
growing somewhat faster than the 
southern. The north Atlantic stutes, 
moreover, have grown at a stendily In- 
creasing rate since the civil war—a 
healthy Indication on the whole of con- 
ditions that assure enduring prosperi- 
ty in this part of the country. 

It seems remarkable that the great 
and hustling middle west should ap- 
pear to be approaching a “full” condi- 
tlon much more closely than tle al- 
ready deusely populated cast. Proba- 
bly one important factor Is the clrcum- 
stance that the former region is chief- 
ly agricultural and that under modern 
conditions relatively fewer and fewer 
persons are needed to carry on agricul- 
tural operations than ore demanded 
for the manufacturing and commercial 
operations that prevall in the east. 
The United States, as a whole, is of 
course far from filling up. ‘There ts 
-room-for- a population-many-times-lar- 
ger than what we now have, but the 
rate of growth will probably be much 
more moderate hereafter.—Doston Hor- 
ald.

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WHY THE MILK SOURS. 
Mow Dacteria Are Doth Hostile apd 
Fricndly to _Dairymen, 

How to keep nilik sweet for the lon- 
gest possible time is a problem that bas 
interested Lousewives and dairymen 
ever since mankind discovered that 
milk is good to drink. Various causes 
have been accused of making the milk 
sour, from lightning to: ill tempered 
fairies, but until within comparatively 
recent years no trustworthy reason 
was discovered. What has been found 
out In the modern scientific laboratories 
—particularly on this side of the water, 
at Werleyan and Wisconsin universi- 
ties and at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, in Boston—is that bac- 
teria’ are responsible. 

These bacteria, of which there are 
many that.have not yet been more 
than discovered, are everywhere in the 
alr of the dairy waiting an opportunity 
to fall head over cars, if one might use 
the expression, into the”tirst milk pail. 
There are indeed comparatively few 
bacterla in the milk until It reaches 
the air on its way from the cow to the 
milk pail. But the period of mitking 
is long enough to admit a large number 
of micro organisms, and the milk Is so 
good n substance for them to grow In 
that they increase with marvelous 
rapidity. ` 

These bacteria bave a twofold char- 
acter. Roughly speaking, they are a 
great nuisance to the dairyman who 
wishes to keep his milk sweet for the 
market, and they are also n great bless- 
ing to the dairyman who wishes to 
change it into butter or cheese. They 
sour the milk by changing. the milk 
sugar which It contains Into an acid; 
but, on the other hand, without the 
chemical action produced by bacteria, 
neither butter nor cheese, ns we are ac 
customed to these products, would be 
a possibility. 

Some of the dairy bacteria have been 
so carefully studied In the scientific 
laboratories that the bactertologista 
have found out how to cultivate them, 
much as the dairyman might cultivate 
a particular breed of cows, and, the 
bacteria that are responsible for “June 
butter” are thus cultivated and dis- 
tributed from the laboratory to the 
dairy. By this partnership it has be- 
come possible to produce a standard 
butter that is practically the same at 
whatever season of the year it is man- 
ufactured. 

Cheese making also depends upon the 
action of these unseen helpers. Dif- 
ferent kinds of bacteria are undoubt- 
edly responsible for different cheeses, 
although mogern .sqlence. has not yet 
succeeded in’ isolating them and set- 
ting them to work under the orders of 
the cheese makers.

During an 
intermission every one Was somewhat 
startled to hear a stentorian voice ring 
out from the gallery.

Slowly and majestically the afore- 
sald erstwhile official rose from his 
place in a prominent part of the house 
and faced the gallery in a dignified 
manner, as suited his station in society. 

“I am Mr. Blank,” he replied as he 
drew his rather stocky figure to its 
full height. 

“Sit down, you lobster!” called the 
voice, with an emphasis that was as 
grent as it was embarrassing.

Iriah Tobacco. 

John Redmond’s recent plea for the 
legalization of tobacco culture in Ire- 
land recalls the fact that it was per- 
mitted there until 1830, though forbid- 
den in England and Scotland. © Wex- 
ford’ tobacco was then so highly es- 
teemed that its price was three times 
as great os the Virginin leaf. The 
rapid extension of the culture, more 
than 1,000 ncres being planted with to- 
bacco, led to its probibition In 1830. 
Twenty years ago Gladstone expressed 
his dissatisfaction with the veto and 
offered to remove ft if a scheme were 
produced for the collection of the duty 
so that the revenue might not suffer. 
Two years ago an official experlinent 
was made in Meath, an acre of land 
ylelding 1,700 pounds of serviceable to- 
bacco. This Irish tobacco, it is sald, 
was inferior to American leaf, but this 
is largely considered a matter of “cur- 
ing.” Even Australian grown tobacco 
was n rank failure until the British 
government engaged nn American cx- 
pert to instruct nnd advise theplanters.

Into a test tube made in this way 
a white hot coal can be dropped with- 
out breaking it. Vessels of other forms 
can be heated whito bot cand then 
plunged into cold water without crag 
ing.

the worldly and the spiritual estimate 
of greatness and shows the character 
of the trainihg and preparation neces- 
sary for true greatness. The text is 
Matthew xi, 11, “There hath not risen 
a greater than John the Baptist.” 

“Grent men, great events and great 
epochs grow bigger and more colossal 
as the years pass away from them,” 
once wrote the blographer of Robert 
Burns. ‘Like tie mountain shadows 
they Increase in size and their reputa- 
tions lengtben in importance as the’ 
sun of thelr day sets and the long 
night of their rest separates us from 
them. Like the mythological heroes 
and heroines of old, their leaders’ brows 
become luminous with ‘crowns of gold. 
Abraham Lincoln dead is a great deal 
more honored man than Abrabam Lin- 
coln alive. When Edwin M. Stanton 
turned to the sorrowful group of 
friends who had gathered about the 
deathbed of the famous statesman and 
said. “We must now leave him to the 
ages," even the firm jawed secretary of 
war did not realize bow ‘great a man 
the ages would consider his chief to be. 
No cathedral impresses us so much as 
the venerable pile that is covered with 
moss und creeping ivy. Man is seldom 
called great and truly great until he 
has been dead at least twenty years. 

But standing today under the length- 
ening shadows of many great reputa- 
tions these imminent questions natural- 
ly arise in many minds: What is true 
greatness? What are the elements 
which distinguish the truly noble from 
the merely selfishly famous? Was Jay 
Gould truly a great man? In his day 
no one man or collection of men were 
more feared in Wall street than he. 
He was truly a “Napoleon of finance,” 
a Napoleon with this one difference— 
that Jay Gould never met bis Water- 
loo. He was never compelled to sur- 
render, as did Daniel Drew and Cyrus 
Field and hosts of other financlers who 
were outmunipulated by this arch 
| nancial manipulator. 

Stamped With Divine Approval, 

Can Napoleon himself truly be called 
a grent man, grent-in-all the elements 
which go to make up true greatness? 
| When his companion in arms, Marshal 
| Lannes, was shot on the fatal retreat 

from Moscow, he called the emperor 

to his side and sald: “Your majesty, I 
;-im. your friend..1 am dying, and this 
is my parting advice: Give up your 
merciless ambitions, or they will ruin 
you, as they have already ruined thou- 
sands of others.” Did not the dying 
soldier picture the French emperor as 
he was? With the penctration that 
often comes to the dying he saw “be- 
neath the splendor and grandeur of the 
conqueror n man ‘mean of soul, selfish 
and unscrupulous. Can Robert Burns, 
so morally wedk that he was the vic- 
tim of imtemperance, be called a truly 
great man’ Lord Byron, the licentious 
destroyer; or Thomas De Quincey, the 
oplum eater; or Mark Antony, the tral- 
tor; or Cicero, the coward; or Lord Ba- 
con, the taker of bribes—cun they be 
called truly great men? f 

“Well,” you sny, “instead of picking 
flaws in the reputations of men of 
commanding genius, tell us who Is 
truly a great man. Give us one whose 
character Is stamped witb the divine 
approval, Describe such n one, that 
we may copy his Ife." That I will do, 
my friend, and do gladly. Such a char- 
acter Is to be found in Jobn the Bap- 
tist. Though we may go Into the fich- 
est of all palaces and stand upon the 
most famous of all battlefields and 
read the epitaphs of all the poets, phi- 
losophers, statesmen, Inventors, reform- 
ers, We cannot find anywhere in any 
gencration up to the time of Jesus 
Christ a name standing so bigh as his, 
of whom Jesus sald, “Verily, verily, I 
Say unto you, nmong them that ore 
born of women there hath not risen a 
greater than Jobn the Baptist, not- 
withstanding he that is least in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater than he.” 

John the Baptist's Glory. 

The purpose of this sermon Is to 
show why John the Baptist was great- 
er than all other men before Christ's 
Jordanie baptism — Jobn the Baptist 
groat, although he was so poor that 
his home was among the rocks and 
sands of the wilderness, lying be- 
tween the capital and the Dead sen; 
60 poor that his only garments were 
the coarse skin of the wild beast, 
through the holes of which stretched 
his long limbs and hairy chest; so poor 
that his only food was the grasshop- 
pers or locusts and the honey which 
bad been hidden by the bees among 
the caverns and the bills. 

From the world's standpoint this is 
a strange portralt of n grent man. But 
how wonderful is its setting. The fa- 
bled portrait wns of a gold face with 
a silver frame, but the portrait of John 
the Baptist Is a silver face with a gold 
frame. Like a ruby glowing red it is 
set in a circle of most precious dia- 
monds. Like n mirror of burnished 
brass, pure and spotless, It reflects the 
light of a rising sun. It was Jobn the 
Baptist's glory that he was the bar 
binger of a greater than bimself. As 
the direct forerunner of the Son of God 
he came at the supreme crisis of the 
world’s history. His name wns thus 
linked with the most momentous of all 
events and derives o luster from the 
connection, There seems to be a nat- 
ural law that grent men should qlways 
be identified with great events. 

Bometimes grent events do not op- 
portunely produce the right kind of 
Men fo’ both conflicting sides. After 
the famous battle of Blenbeim, when 
the Duke of Marlborough bad com- 
pletely routed the forces of the French 
king, the conqueror saw among the 
prisoners a stalwart grenadier, who, 
though a captive, was still an unsub- 
ued encmy, “Ah,” said the duke, “if 

Louis XLV, bad bad a bundred thou- 
sand such men as you the results of this 
battle might have been different.” With 

that the French soldier saluted the 

English commander as he politely sald, 

"Tis not a hundred thousand grenn- 
“Alers such as I the French king needs, 

my general, but just one such military 


evente o dot LiWoys produce for every 
army à, Matiborough, yet great tier 
are pretuted only by great ocedaloris, 
Grout thoughts are born only aniid the 
throes aiid convulsions of great agonies. 
Great htpes are only the rainbowed 
colors détching the dark heavens, black 
with daligry tempests. 


Training For Greatness. 

There must be a training for grent- 
hess, The occasion does not create 
greatness; it only develops and pro- 
duces it. It cannot create or make 
greatness out of common clay. We do 
not assert that history can play a Han- 
del's “Messiah” upon a dinner plate or 
blow a bugle blast with a penny whis- 
tle or catch thunderbolts with a straw 
hat or shoot mastodons with pins or 
strangle volcanoes with spider webs. 
The old poets sald that when worlds 
are uscd for shuttlecocks nnd the unl- 
verse is n playground and all infinity is 
ablaze with the conflagration then the 
very gods themselves must take part in 
the sport. It needs stronger arms than 
yours or mine to pitch Islands for 
quolts, to bowl down mountains for 
tenpins, to swing hemispheres as an 
athlete hurls the bamimer, or, witb 
stamp of foot, to make the submerged 
continent Atlantis, which once stretch- 
ed between the old world and the new, 
with a dying gurgle sink and disappear. 
But great needs bring great men from 
obscurity Into prominence.. The occa- 
sion furnishes the opportunity. Ulysses 
S. Grant would bave lived und dicd an 
unknown tanner but for the civil war. 
The Duke of Wellington could not have 
become the dictator of Europe bad be 
not overthrown at Waterloo the Ilttle 
Corsican, who threatened to crush all 
nations. Cromwell would bave been 
unknown to fame and his life would 
have been that of a simple country gen 
tleman had not Charies‘I. been obsti- 


. nately determined to senal his royal 


follies with his royal stubbornnesses. 

Great men are produced only by great 
emergencies, This premise being grant- 
ed, what greater event is there in all 
history than that of the coming of the 

promised Messiah? How much it 
meant to the world and to us! What 
life of eternal joy have we except that 
which revolves about the personality 
of him who was once baptized by John 
the Baptist In the river Jordan? What 
hope have we of ever meeting our 
loved ones, our parents and our friends 
who have gone beyond except through 
the Divine Being of whom John the 
Baptist was the direct forerunner? 
Oh, my friends, as Jobn the Baptlst’s 
name was great by being linked to the 
name of Jesus Christ ot bis first com- 
ing, wlll you not make your name great 
by doing your part toward preparing 
‘the world for Christ's ‘second~ coming? 
A brave hearted American officer dur- 
ing the Spanish war was made famous 
by plunging alone into the Cuban jun- 
gles to carry to Garcia the memorable 
message that American succor for 
downtrodden Cuba-bad been. proclaim- 
ed. Will you not carry forth the news 
that Christ is coming to the help of bis 
struggling followers? As the swift 
footed runner from the bloody battle- 
field of Marathon startled all Athens 
with the news that the Persinn Invad- 
ers bad been hurled back, will you not 
spread abroad the news that the vic- 
tory bas been won by our Christ over 
sin and death and that he is coming 
again to rile the world in rigbteous- 
ness? Be o Paul Revere to summon to 
arıns and yet to call to victory. Bea 
hernid of good tidings, as well os a 
messenger to assemble God's “minute- 
men.” 
A Forerunner of Good. 

Jobn the Baptist was n direct fore- 
runner. He was more than that. He 
was ready to sink and submerge and 
entirely cover up his Individuality with 
the personality of Jesus Christ. Ie 
was ready to let Christ be all In all. 
He wanted to ‘be merely n footlight to 
make the divine face shine forth the 
more clenrly. He was willing to de- 
crease so that the glory of bis Saviour 
might Increase. Do we, like Jobn the 
Baptist, sink our Individwalities In 
Christ's or do we, Ike some of the an- 
cient forerunners of the ea: . preceding 
the king's chariots, wish to be dressed 
80 gorgeously ond to make so much 
nolse that people will be watching us 
and admiring ouè strides Instead of 
turning their eyes toward the royal 
Maste whom we are proclaiming? Let 
us never give occasion In our service 
to our Divine King for such a charge to 
be made ngainst us as the Spanish pre- 
mier, Canovas, once made ngainst the 
egotism of Emilio Castelar. “There is 
one great trouble with Castelar,” he 
said. “He always wants to be first in 
everything. If be goes to n bullfight 
he wants to be the espada, If to a wed- 
ding he wants to be the bridegroom, if 
to a funeral be wants to be the 
corpse.” In our work for our Divine 
Master are we animated by the spirit 
of Custelar? Are we wisbing that all 
eyes shall be turned upon us Instead of 
upon Jesus? Are we trying to preach 
so that men may say, “That is a fine 
sermon?” or are we trylpg to preach 
so that, as when Demosthenes ha- 
rangued, his auditors cried, “Let us go 
and fight Philip!" our hearers may say, 
“Come, let us enlist under the banner 
of Jesus?” Are we rendy to sink our 
individualities in Christ ns Samuel 
Adams sank bis Individuality In the 
interests of American liberties? The 
great Massachusetts patriot did not 
care whetber or no people bonored bim 
as long as they would work In free 
fom's cause. The result was that Sam- 
del Adams spent most of bis life in de- 
veloping for the cause of liberty the 
young men. It was his master band 
which molded a Joseph Warren, a 
John Adams, a Jolin Hancock. Are 
we, like Samuel Adams, ready to sink 
ourselves in Christ? 

A Famous Personality, 

But let us inquire a little more closely 
how Jobn tbe Baptist submerged bis 
life in Christ. Jesus wos an unknown 
man at the time John, the hermit and 
recluse, was making the very palace 
walle at Jerusalem shake. Up to thirty 
years of age Jesus was an unknown 
dweller in a country village. The whole 
extent of Christ's earthly ministry ex- 
tended over only a short period of three 
or four years. We rend of Jesus when 
he was born. Then be disappears. We 
read of him twelve years later, when, 
as’a boy, be talks with the doctors in 
the temple. Then be again disappears 
for eighteen long years. Up to thirty 
years of age Christ was politically and 
sociologically an unknown factor in 
eastern life. 

In the meantime who was this John 
the Baptist? This gecond young nian,

east. He lad lied ns a hermit. But 
the volce he lifted reached not only 
echoed throughout the villages, but al- 
so throughout the great capital itself. 
The rich and the poor, the old and the 
youtig, the government officials and the 
peasant alike left their homes to sit at 
his feet. Great crowds swarmed about 
this strange teacher wherever he went. 
They pressed into his caves as though 
they were temples. As a result John 
built up a great school of devotees and 
baptized his followers by hundreds and 
thousands. Many of them were ready 
to bow down and worship bim as a 
temporal ns well as a spiritual king. 
Yet when Jesus nppesred this illus- 
trious man was reudy; and- gladi$ 
ready, to surrender ull for Christ. Like 
Jobn the Baptist. are we willing to lay 
our fame, our wealth nnd our entire 
life work at Jesus’ feet? 

Great was Jobn the Baptist! At the 
risk of his life he was ready to de- 
nounce and attack the Intrenched and 
the practically invulnerable sins of 
that day. He was not one of those men 
who alwuys stop and ask, “Does It 
pay?” before they attempt to do what 
they ought to do. He preached on the 
duties of men and waged war ngalnst 
wickedness in high places. He declar- 
ed against evils as migbty in bis day 
as the liquor traffic 1s In ours and never 
condoned crime though the criminal 
was a king. Ele was rendy to look the 
hideous monster sin squarely in the 
face nod then hit at that sin. though 
his arm might seem to be as belpless 
and weuk us the hand of a young giri 
striking at the wild beast leaping upon 
ber in the Roman arena. He called n 
spade a spnde, a He a lle, an aduitery 
an adultery, blasphemy blasphemy and 
hypocrisy hypocrisy wherever they 
were found. He denounced and ex- 
corlated the sins of the Jewish church. 
When Herod, the governor, fell in love 
with his own brother's wife and mur- 
dered Philip that he might marry her, 
John instantly hurled the divine con- 
demnation against the ruler. He ralsed 
such a storm of popular indignation 
that Herod flung him into prison, and 
afterward, at the behest of his step- 
daughter, who was dancing before him 
at a drunken feast, he beheaded John 
and gave to ber the bloody tropby upon 
a charger. Ob, my brother, dare we, 
with John's courage, attack Intrenchéd 
sin wherever it may be found? Like 
John the Baptist, are we great enough 
and brave enough, no matter what the 
direct cost may be, to uphold the great 
principles of gospel truth in the s'ore, 
the bome, the factory, the city biuil— 
aye, through the sacred aisles of the 
church Itself? Dare we do this even 
though the earthly “powers that be” 
should. unsheathe. the. glittering. sword 
of death and wave It over our bends 
and the hends of our loved ones? When 
Geleyn de Muler was led forth to dle, 
he sald, “Were the heavens a pearl and 
the earth a globe of gold, and were I 
the owner of all, most cheerfully would 
I give them all to live with my wife 
and children; yet I dare not and can- 
not renounce the truth.” Would you 
and |, if necessary, rather than re- 
nounce the truth be brave enough, like 
a Muler, a Huss, a Paul, n Jobn the 
Baptist, to have our bleeding bodles 
laid as a sacrifice upon truth's altar? 

Great In Death. 

But, though John the Baptist was 
grent in life, he was also grent in 
death. Like the ploneer who enters the 
American forests und cuts away the 
trees and pulls up the stumps and 
bullds the Lome and plants tbe corn, 
in order that bis children may reap the 
harvests nfter the fatber Is gone, so 
John the Baptist, not for bimself, but 
for those who should come after bim, 
lived his life and nt hist laid It down, 
a martyr. His death was the begin- 
ning of u series of martyrdoms, as the 
ambassador's death tn Peking In the 
uprising of 1900 was the first signal to 
the forelguers thot they must battle 
for their Ives. John's death was as 
beneficent In Its results as thut moth- 
er's death might be which would bring 
together the warring factions of her 
family and reunite them beside the al- 
tar of her casket. 

If you follow the tenchings of the 
Bible very carefully you will find there 
wns n war, n rivalry, a Jenlousy, be- 
twcen the followers of Jesus Christ 
and the followers of John. There was 
no war between John and Christ. No 
sooner did Jesus nppenar than John 
bent the knee nnd rendered unto him 
full and complete obedience. But 
this obedience was not true In refer- 
ence to the Johanninn school. In the 
fourth chapter of John we find that. in 
order to afill this rivalry Christ with 
his followers left the southern regions 
or Judiea ond traveled north nnd went 
through Samaria. But no sooner was 
John the Baptist dend than his dis- 
ciples took the hendless trunk of bis 
body and buried it and “went and told 


Jesus.” Ab, yes, by Johu's death all 
these fuctions were henled. The Jo- 
banulan school became in toto the 
“school of the Nazarene.” Is it not a 
blessed thought that If we live for 
Christ this side of the grave we may 
still continue to live In influence for 
Christ nfter we are dead? Jobn the 
Baptist, great before his sacrifice! John 
the Baptist, great after he was mar- 
tyred! 
Posthumous Influence, 

That posthumous influence is mighty 
for good or evil we all know. We have 
felt it. In the village where my grand- 
father lived there labored for many 
years a gospel minister. He never 
seemed to see any great results from 
his ministry. Everybody loved him, 
yet few confessed Christ under bis 
preaching while he was alive. But no 
sooner was that good man dend than-a 
mighty revival of religlon sprang up. 
My father anid tbat at one communion 
800 people confessed Christ in the little 
village church, And the remarkable 
fact about that revival was that every 
one of those new. converts traced his 
conversion directly to the teachings and 
influence of the dead pastor. Posthu- 
mous Influence, a mighty Influence! 
Gustavus Adolphus dead at Lutzen 
more powerful in influence than Gus- 
tavus Adolphus when alive. John 
Wyclif’s ashes by the waters of the 
Avon were carried into the Severn. and 
by the Severn Into the sea, so by the 
stream of death the good man's infu- 
ence lives on by being mingled in-the 
great “sea of humanity.” Oh, yes, after 
death we shall live on. A good Influ- 
ence, like that of John the Baptist, 
aball -neverMnever die, 

But, though I honor and extol the no- 
ble characteristics of this great man, 
there is stil! another lesson we must 
learn from the verse of my text. Obrist 
wid, “There bath not rized a greater 


than John the Baptist.” Ob, yes, that | 


‘was true as far as it went. True, if 
you speak in reference to those men 
and women who lived before Jesus wan 
born. But there is one part of the 
verse you must well bear in mind. It is 
the last part and goes thus; “Yet, not, 
withstanding this, he that is least in 
the kingdom of heaven is greater than 
he.” What does that mean? Simply 
this: If you and I become part of Jesus 
Christ, if we accept his atonement and 
are cleansed by his blood, we become 
in a sense greater, aye, far greater, 
than the greatest man who ever lived 
who has not been sanctified by the Sav- 
four’s sacrifice. 
A Thought Illustrated, 

Perhaps I can illustrate the Bible 
thought in a simple way. A great wall 
or fortress bas to be built. The work 
must be pushed. One group of work- 
men ascend the scaffolding and lay on 
one layer of stone und then go to their 
rest. Another group lay another layer 
of stone upon the preceding layer and 
then go to thelr rest. And so the work 
upon the wall grows higher and high- 
er, each group of workmen standing 
upon a loftier scaffolding than that of 
the preceding laborers. Well, the great 
wall of progress bas been builded in 
this way.. Each generation represents 
a batch of workmen, each layer of 
stone the completed work of the pre- 
ceding generation. The college boy of 
today knows more of geograpby, more 
of chemistry, more of astronomy, more 
of all the sciences, than the ablest man 
living three centuries ago. Why? Be- 
enuse he bas absorbed the compact 
knowledge of the last 300 years, whicb 
the great scholars of those three 
turies have lald at bis feet. 

But ns the wall of mental and spir- 
{tual progress went on growing higher 
and higher century after century sud- 
denly about 1,000 years ago spiritually 
it took a miraculous lift. Christ's sac- 
rifice was laid upon the top of it. The 
Calvary stones were the layers of the 
year 30 A. D. Those stones will lift al) 
succeeding generations higher in know} 
edge- and in possibilities, higher than 
all sin and higher than all future con- 
demnations, I once heard a worldly 
man say: “The best man that ever 
lived never went to heaven on bis own 
merits. If we ever reach the city of 
the redeemed, it must be through what 
Christ has done for us and not through 
what we have done for ourselves.” 
This statement contains the kernel, the 
essence, the heart of all the gospel. 
John the Baptist in his own life great? 
Yes! “Yet, notwithstanding, he that Is 
least in the kingdom of heaven Is great- 
er than he.” 

Now, my friends, from a worldly 
standpoint. it. is almost-impossible to 
compare the influences of different 
lives and to positively find out which 
one is the greater. “Who has done the 
most for bis country, Washington or 
Lincoln?” “Who was the father of the 
most. brains, Jobn. Adams or Lyman 
Beecher?” “Which was the greater, 
Cresar or Napoleon?” are themes that 
will always be argued resultlessly. But, 
though we cannot tell who Is the greaf- 
er in a worldly sense, we do know that 
in a spiritual sense no one can be great 
save through Christ's blood. Today I 
would see a royal robe placed about 
your shoulders.| Today I would you 
might become n prince, a princess at a 
king's levee, Todny I would welcome 
you Into the royal family of which God 
is the Father and Jesus the elder 
brother. Today I would have you grow 
into greater spiritual importance tban 
any one who ever lived up to the time 
of John the Baptist, because Christ's 
Calvary is lifting you above the stars. 
Today I would have you a companion 
of Jesus. Great in life! Great In death! 
Great In your resurrection! May you 
be great through the tlme which sball 
never end!

Mr. Warfield And Other Democratic Candi. 
dates On Rousing Campaign Tour. 
Great Growd At Easton. War- 


~ field: Winning- Many Votes. 
Will Be in This City 
_ To-day. 

An enthusiastic outpoaring of the 
Talbot county Democracy took place 
in Easton Tuesday in honor of the three 
Democratic candidates on the State 
ticket. Their reception was a tremen 
dous one, and the meeting, which was 
held in the Town Hall, was one of the 
largest that has taken place in Easton 
in recent years. In the audience were 
many ladies and at times they led in 
the cheering and applause.“ Every 
reference by the speakers to the supre- 
macy of the white man and the danger 
of negro domination brought forth 
vociferous cheers, and the assemblage 
was stirred to unbounded enthusiasm 
by the ringing denunciations of the 
Republican party, its politics and ita 
platform. 

Hon. Edwin Warfield made one of 
the best speeches he has made during 
the campaign, and was urged by the 
crowd to continue when he showed 
signs of stopping. He vigorously ect 
forth the Democratic position on the 
negro issue and denounced as hy- 
pocrisy the Republican claims concern- 
ing fair elections. The audience appre 
ciated every point and never failed to 
show it. He was listened to with great 
earnestness. 


Speech Of Mr. Warfield On The Race 
Question. 


Mr. Warfield, when presented by 
General Seth, was loudly cheered and 
for several minutes had to wait until 
the applause subsided. He alluded to 
the local condition in Talbot county 
and urged support of the local ticket, 
declaring that when elected Governor 
he wanted a Democratic Legislature to 
aid him in giving good government to 
the State of Maryland. “In this coun- 
ty”’, he said, _‘‘you- have 8,406- white 
votera and 1,706 negro voters. Thus, 
you see, the colored vote here is exactly 
one-third of your total registration. 
There are only a few hundred white 
republicans in this great county, and 
yet by combining with these 1,706 
negroes these few white men can some- 
times gain control of your entire com- 
munity. I submit to you, to the peo- 
ple of this State, to any fair-minded, 
reasonable white man, is this right? Is 
it proper? Ie it just? ai am not willing 
that an ignorant, prejudiced, irrespon- 
sible, non-taxpaying negro’s yote shall 
outweigh a vote cast by an intelligent, 
educated white man. The founders of 
this nation, when laying the corner- 
stone of our country, never intended 
any such monstrous perversion of the 
principle of manhood suffrage and of 
that principle that declares the right of 
the majority to rule. You and I do 
not believe in the social or political 
equality of the negro with the white 
man, notwithstanding the pronounced 
views of President Roosevelt on this 
subject, and in spite of the fact that he

dined at his home with a negro—Booker 
Washington. Here in this State we 
are now being treated tothe very res 
markable exhibilion of a Prisident of 
the United*States attempting to inter- 
fere in tho local affairs of our commun- 
ity, and by exerting the power of 
influence of the Federal Government 
and.the Federal officeholders to settle 
the contest now going on in a way to 
satisfy his own desires and secure an 
indorsement of his negro policy upon 
the part of the people of Maryland. I 
believe that he will be disappointed. 
I believe that the white people of this 
grand old State will rise up in their 
wrath andsresent this Roosevelt inter- 
ference. They will rebuke Roosevelt 
for his meddling and by their votes on 
November 8 will plainly tell him that 
the people of Maryland arecapable of 
handling their own affairs and desire 
him to keep his hands off. 
Wants Election By White Peopie. 


“Now, I'do not want to be Governor 
of this State unless I am elected to that 
high office by a majority of the white 
voters of Maryland. This election isa 
contest for the supremacy of the white 
race in Maryland. It is a conteét to re- 
tire from the United States Senate one 
man who was, and would be again, 
should the opportunity offer, a con- 
spicuous advocate of that iniquitous 
measure known as the Force bill. 
When Senator Louis E McComas who, 
ifby any mischance the Republicane 
should control the next General As- 
sembly, would be the chief benefici- 
ary, wasa member of Congress from 
the Sixth district he not only voted for 
but made a violent and bitter speech in 
the advocacy of this Force bill, which 
was an insult and outrage upon the 
Southern people of this country. This 
man, and men like him of the same 
party in Maryland, have ridden into 
power upon the backs of the negroes of 
this State.and hold their power-and po- 
sitions through the colored vote. Were 
it not for this vote they would be swept 
out of power instantly, 

“The elevation of the negro isa well 
nigh hopeless task, so long as they ex- 
ercise like dumb, driven cattle, solidly 
and without intelligence or reason, 
their right of suffrage asa weapon of 
offense against the Democratic party, 
directed and guided by designing Re- 
publican politicians. What does he 
gain bysuch acourse? The white man, 
the Democratic white man, is the real 
and true friend of the negro. When 
he isin trouble does he goto the Re 
publican ‘boss’ or to the white man 
who provides him with employment, 
with the means of earning his living, 
to take care of himeelf and his family? 

‘The white man is the highest type 
of the human family; the negro is the 
lowest. God has made no other race 
the equal of the Caucasian, an neither 
amendments to the Constitution nor 
anything else can do what God has 
failed to do; that is make the negro the 
equal of the white man,” 

Mr. Warfield, jn referring to the 
anonymous attacks made upon him 
from Republican sources, declared that 
anyone who would anonymously 
slander even the humblest man in this 
State is a coward and beyond contempt. 

He said Mr. Williams had been picked 
out for the nomination for Governor by 
| Senator McComas and Collector of the 
Port Stone, and had he not been slated 
by them would not have gotten the 
nomination. Mr. Warfield pointed out 
as unfounded some of the assertions 
made by Mr. Williams and declared 
that his record, public and private, was 
open to the public; that there is nothing 
in that record of which he has cause to 
be ashamed ; that he has done his duty 
as he saw it; has tried to be faithful to 
the interests intrusted to him, and 
never betrayed a trust. ‘‘I believe,” 
he said, “that the people in this State 
trust me. I believe that Iam going to 
be elected and that the Democratic 
ticket will win in Maryland.

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Exists In Maryland Now. 
Grasping The Vast Importance Of Com- - 
ing Election, Many Republicans 
Realizing Vital Necessity Of 
White Ascendancy Through

A well known Republican from a 
County that the black cloud of Afri 
canism has darkened for a number of 
years, was in Baltimore this week and 
announced his intention of voting the 
Democratic ticket this month. 

“I have been a Repnblican all my 
life’’ he said, “and am still one. On 
National issues I stand true to my 
Party’s principles, because I believe in 
them, But they have nothing to do 
with this fight, which is a State and 
local contest, pure and simple.

They do asthey are 
told A few designing men in my 
party, I am sorry to say, use this large 
negro vote for their own purposes, and 
with it are usually able to control the 
County. 

“That isthe sort of negro domina- 
tion I fear:not that the negroes are 
numerically strong enough there to 
seize the reins of power, they could do 
it in some counties if they made up 
their minds to do s0, and I fear they 
will Someday. In my judgement a 
domination that is bad enough is that 
of afew men who have an absolute 
mastery of public affairs through the 
aid of this solid negro vote. The negroes 
down my way are becoming more ex 
acting allthetime. They have been 
made road supervisdrs &c, but such 
positions are not “contenting them. 
They demand more. Now and then an 
ambitious one wants to goto the Leg- 
islature and it is difficult to satiafy 
him and his friends. Pretty soon they 
will bë demanding county offices 

“I shall lose none of my Republican- 
ism by voting the Democratic ticket 
this year. I will be simply taking my 
place with my white neighbors in pro- 
tecting my neighborhood and my 
County, and I shall have more respect 
for myself after I have done it.” 

The above is the plain matter-of fact 
argument of a sensible man, who looks 
conditions straight in the face as they 
confront him. He knows that the 
State will not suffer through the elec 
tion of Mr. Warfield, who is a progres 
sive, successful business man, and a 
man of the highest personal character.

There are doubtless many Republi- 
cans in Maryland who feel strongly in- 
clined to vote as the County gentle 
man ‘quoted above, but hesitate be- 
cause ofa feeling of party loyalty. 
“He serves his party best who serves 
his country best” is n time honored 
truism, and certainly a man who at 
this particular time conserves the beat 
interests of his friends and neighbors, 
his county and his State may feel that 
he would be of value to any party. 
None of the great issues upon which 
the Republican party stands is involv- 
edin this contest, which is purely a 
local affair, to determine what policy 
of local control shall be adc pted.

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The Relation Uf Bribery To Different 
Functions Of Public Offices-As 
Now Created And Maln- 
tained. Situation As 
Viewed By The 
Writer. 


Having been asked to take a part in 
the bribery agitation, kindly allow me, 
in your valuable paper, to offer the fol- 
lowing observations on the subject. It 
is with some miegiving for fear of mis- 
construction, as I certainly do not wish 
to pose as av experienced moralist or as 
giving advice to wiser heads. By way 
of excuse we may say it is not so much 
for individual views as to follow the 
subject. It is surprising where it leads 
when one geta to thinking of it, and 
yet the following does not appear to me 
an unreasonable if novel application. 
It is hardly necessary to state that 
nothing is intended in a partisan sense. 

I confess I have not been very enthu- 
siastic in tHe fight against bribery in 
the sense in which it iscommonly used. 
It would seem to be an inevitable and 
necessary consequence of a certain po- 
litical condition, or, as the moralistas 
say, a low tone of political life gener- 
ally. They say it is the root of politi- 
cal corruption. May it not be said it is 
rather the offspring of that other more 

formidable (because mere insidious) 
evil, PERSONAL PoLITICS ? 

If our understanding of bribery, as 
borne out in the following, 1s the cor- 
rect one, it means vastly more than the 
mere payment of money for votes. The 
question of bribery along the lines here 
indicated would seem to open up the 
whole field of political conduct. To be 
explicit, it seems to be a question of 
motive. If wecan get a correct theory, 
or, á Our nied Kal brethren say, correct 
diagnosis, we can make some headway. 
In legal phraseology, if personal poli- 
tics is the material point in the caso, 
the evidence must be directed to that 
issue. 

To ascertain the relationship let us 
see the definition. Bribery is defined 
by Worcester as ‘‘the crime of taking 
or of giving bribes, or of offering or of 
receiving a reward in order to influence 
conduct in any office, or to bias a voter 
at an election.” 

Another definition of equal authority 
is "the administration of a bribe or re- 
ward that it may bea motive in the 
performance of political functions for 
which the proper motive ought to bea 
conscientious sense of duty.” 

The definition seems to clear the air, 
and the discussion should not be carried 
beyond what the definition fairly war- 
rants. If the definition means any- 
thing, it must mean that whenever a 
man influences or is influenced by any 
other motive than the public good in 
his political conduct, then he is guilty 
of bribery. Now, if this seta the quee- 
tion fairly before us, it brings up the 
question of political or civic duty. It 
also brings up personal politics, and 
how it easily and naturally breeds 
bribery and the whole host of attendant 
evils. Bearing in mind this foundation 
principle (which the definition com- 
pels): THE PUBLIC GOOD—NO PERSONAL 
END, it is easily seen whore we 
shall be landed. Suppose it does lead 
to what may be termed fanciful con- 
clusions, who is to blame for it? Is it 
not our duty to treat it fairly, cherished 
feelings to the contrary ? 

Personal politics, or bribery. in the 
sense laid down, may be either as to 
individuals or in relation to party. 
Take party loyalty, for instance. In 
order to see how it applies, let us can- 
didly state the arguments on both sides. 
The strict partisan says, parties have 
always existed in some shape under 
free governments; that nothing can be 
done except by organization; that 
there must be some visible organization 
on which responsibility can be placed 
by the people, not only for legislation 
but for official integrity; that the col- 
lective voice of the party leaders is ex 
cathedra and must be obeyed; that 
party discipline is as eesentinl as army 
discipline; that the good of the party 
and the good of the State are but differ- 
ent ways of expressing the same thing; 
that all reforms should come from 
within the party; that, under our dis- 
tributed forms ‘of government in the 
different functions of local, State and 
national, and their intimate connec- 
tions, the weakening of the party in 
one piace weakens in all; that, even if 
a party does wrong in specific instances, 
its general cause is right—give it time 
and things will right themselves; that 
nothing can de accomplished by spo- 
radio movements, and going to the 
opposite side is to put your life long 
political enemies in power. They hold 
party faith as religious faith, inviola- 
ble, and a man a traitor and a renega 
who departs from it; and so on, with 
hosts of other good reasons. A 

‘Another school of thought, usually 

termed ‘‘independent,’’ say parties, as 
at present organised, are-of very recent 
origin and not contemplated by our 
Constitution. They say parties are 
means to an end and not the end; if 
they do not attain that end, of no use. 
They say the party was made for man 
and-not man for the purty, They. say 
the doctrine of non-resistance would 
carry us back into the grip of-the

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PENINSULA FACTORIES 


White People | The Question Of Political Or Civic Duty, And | Combine. Five Largo: Companies To Be 


At Pocomoke-OCity Wednesday there: 
was a conference of the largest manu- 
facturers of crates, baskets and fruit 
packages on the Peninsula, looking 
toward the formationof a combination. 
The supply of wood necessary for this 
industry is nearly exhausted in this 
neighborhood. The material is princi- 
pally gum, green wood and in order to 
get a sufficient quantity to keep the fac- 
tories going it would be necessary to 
obtain the supply from the large 
swamps of North Carolina. Several of 
the firms have been considering the 
advisability of moving their large 
planta to North Carolina, directly 
alongside the raw material, and thus 
save thousands of dollars in freight. 
But they firat tried to get the railroads 
to make the proper concessions: in 
freights, so they could keep their plants 
at home, and thus give work to home 
laborers, and it was decided that the 
only way to accomplish it would be to 
coneolidate several of the largest of the 
concerns and establish a line of steam 
tosupply the raw material, if the 
proper rates could not be obtained from 
the railroads.

TALMAGE 
SERMON

FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park 
terian Church, Chicago 


Chicago, Oct. 18.—In this sermon 
the preacher scathingly exposes and 
denounces the national evil of gam- 
bling. which has spread to all classes 
and conditions of men.

He suddenly 
turned and said to me: “Frank, next 
week I an going to write a sermon 
upon the question ‘Is life worth living?’ 
I am going to show that the solution 
of that question is conditional. Wheth- 
er life is or is not worth living de- 
pends: upon haw you live it. Ifa man 
lives In this world with the Idea that 
he & only to recelve and not to give, 
if he Is cursed with the enervating 
conviction that be must be carried 
around on a litter and If be does not 
want to be a worker, n laborer, a doer 
for mankind, then life Js not worth 
living. The sooner that man is dead 
the better. But If a man goes through 
this world realizing the glorious op- 
portunities of Christian usefulness and 
if he is willing to spend and be spent 
for others, then life is wort living.

When a man 
Nke old Commodore Vanderbilt started 
out to mnake-n success in this world 
not even his most Intimate friends 


rould charge him with beling an intem 
bul philanthropist. Any one who 
nd nny nancial dealings with ed 
Cornelius always knew tbat he was 
looking out first and last for himself, 
and for himself alone. But when Cor- 
nellus Vanderbilt in the legitimate role 
of rallroad developer served himself he 
was also serving mankind. His saf- 
rogds gave’ employment to thousands 
and tens of thousands of men and sup- 
ported those men's families, His fran 
roads developed whole regions io the 
west which would never have been 
opened by any other pioneer than to 
Oyclopean eye of the lacomotive’s head. 


ght. Whe- oid Cornelius Vanderbilt 
made millions of dollats for himself 
he also made millions for his employees” 
and hundreds of millions for his coun- 
try.

I 
congratulate you, even though you may 
never have amassed the illegitimate 
fortune of a Baron Blanc, whose inter- 
national gambling crimes have created 
a Monte Carlo or of a Benazet or a 
Devaux, who used to run the gambling 
casinos of a Spa, an Aix-la-Chapelle or 
a Baden-Baden before the German par- 
liament in 1872 bade them begone, or 
the illegitimate fortunes of the evil 
owners of a Louisiana lottery, who, 
year after year flagrantly bribed a 
state legislature until at last the out- 
raged Christinn people of that com- 
monwealth, with the ald of the United 
States postmaster general, rose in their 
might-and destroyed this accursed and 
debauching infamy. Never have any 
dealings in any way with deflant gam- 
bling. 

The gambling passion not only robs 
men of their fortunes, but demoralizes 
thelr minds. It unfits its victims for 
the common duties of ordinary Ife. It" 
ovefstimulates the brain and the im- 
agination until after awhile work— 
honest, hard, practical work—has for 
the gambler’s diseased mind the same 
kind of repulsion that n glass of rich 
dairy milk has for the inflamed throat 
of a chronic drunkard or the sight of 
a clear, cool stream of water for the 
bloodshot eye of a mad dog whose 
tongue and mouth are covered with 
the white foam of fatal hydrophobin. 


A Volantary Slave. 

The healthful desire for work and the 
gambler’s passion do not nest In the 
same heart. They belong not to the 
fame brood of children. ‘They are nev- 
er nourished by the same mother. 
When the young man fresh from a 
Christian home first hears the rattle of 
a dice box and is led Into the sanctum 
sanctorum of the bacenrat seance all 
his noblest sensibilities are Intensely 
shocked. But as his astonished eyes 
see great piles of coin and greenbacks 
beling passed across the table after 
awhile fascinntion drives nway fear. 
Then the warnings and restraints of a 
rebuking conscience are shaken off 
with such questions as these: “What Is 
the use of my working bard every day 
of the’ week except Sunday and only re- 
ceiving $6 or $10 on pay night when I 
might earn ten times that sum in a 
quict game? What is the use of enrry- 
ing bundles and being ordered about 
by the heads of the different business 
departments when’by getting sure tips 
I can live a life of fun and excitement 
at the races? What is the use of my 
being a white slave when I can win 
my financial emancipation by n little 
intelligent investment In lottery or pol- 
icy? I might draw there a lucky prize 
and live on Ensy street the rest of my 
life. Somebody must win every time. 
Why cannot I be that somebody?" So 
the gainbler’s cupidity begins to work. 
The young man's brain becomes befud- 
dled. He shirks his daily tasks. Aga 
poor, diseased, mental Incompetent who 
is-striving to solve the impossible math- 
ematical problem of perpetual motion 
he tries to work out a system of “how 
to brenk the bank.” He studies “chance 
books.” He hunts up his guiding star 
or the star which shone brightest on 
the night upon which he was born. 
Then at Inst, with all reasoning powers 
gone and blinded to all the duties of 
ordinary life, the crazed enthusiast will 
haunt the gaming table as he once 
gladly sought his study desk or the 
storeroom counter. 

Young men, | solemnly appeal to 
you. Bome of you bave alrendy beard 
the sound of the clicking roulette 
wheel. Are you golng to throw your 
life away at the altar of chance? Are 
you Yyoilng to unfit yourselves for the 

Cuties of life by the gambler’s craze? 
I assure you that without bravely and 
falthfally fulfilling the ordinary dally 
tasks you will never suceeed In any- 
thing. The evil demon called Fortuna 
‘will beggar you and enslave you. If 
‘you frequent her shrine you will sac- 
tifice your liberty as surely.ans did that 
‘free negro upon the Mississippi steam- 

boat before the war. He first wagered 

‘his money and lost. Then at last he 
‘placed bis “papers of freedom” upon 

the center of the table and gambled 

his black skin back into the Alabama 
cotton fields and into the Loulslana 
rice swamps. 


Why Playing Cards Are Tabooed, 

I charge upon this gambling mania 

m. direct robbery of the Christian 
world in that by besolling legitimate 
recreations with its foul touch it has 
made tt impossible for decent men to 
; ‘@njoy certain bealthful relaxations. It 
is gradually stealing from us the priv- 
lege of enjoying outdoor sports and 
“ndoor games by identifying them with 
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betting and speculation. Whenever 

the leprous hand of the gambler ts 
placed-upon-a-game-that-sport-must-be- 
-forever eschewed by the good and the 

pure, s 

On account of the gambler the 
Christian church bas been compelled to 
send forth its cdict-of excommunica- 
tion upon the deck of cards. It is com- 
pelled to declare that every one of the 
kings and queens and jacks of spades 
and diamonds and clubs and hearts is 
a knave because cards have become 
publicly recognized na the gambler’s 
tools, as the trowel is the mason’s tool. 
All consecrated Christian people should 
look upon a pack of cards as did John 
Philip Quin, the -reformed gambler, 
when in public meeting be once sald, 
“And now, after all these years of ex- 
perience and acquaintance with all the 
professional gamblers in this vountry, 
I can truly say the parlor card table is 
the kMdergarten of the gumbler’s hell.” 
On account of the gambler’s baneful 
touch the angel of wrath and denun- 
clation, who stood with drawn sword 
nt the Edenic paradise, fs standing to- 
day at the entrance of every public 
race track saying to all good people, 
“Thou shalt not enter here.” Talk to 
me about the development of the horse 
at the race track! Every man of any 
Intelligence knows that the rnce track 
today is chiefly run for the benefit of 
the gamblers. Without the dumning 
Influence. of the bookmakers the race 
horse would not attract enough people 
tony as n money Investment to pay~ 
for his oats und his blnnkets. On ac- 
count of the gnmbling evil even the 
bowling alley today, the public billlard 
table, the yachtsman's white sail and 
college athletics are under condemna- 
tion In view of the immense amount 
of money which changes hands at ev- 
ery football game, it Is a very grave 
question whether It would not be better 
for the different college faculties to 
cast thelr influence against every sport 
which would take students away from 
the home campus. 

In reference to the evil Influence of 
gambling upon outdoor sports and in- 
door games Isaac Disraell, the father 
of the great British premier, once 
wrote, ‘Gamester and cheat were sy- 
nonymous terms in the time of Shake- 
spenre and Johnson, and they have 
hardly lost much of their double sig- 
nificance in the present day.” As soon 
as the gambler’s genius hovers over a 
game, that moment the sport is Inev- 
{tably accursed. y 


Dendiy F of True Sport. 

Now, my friends, I protest a;aiust 

this all pervading gambling infamy. I 
protest because it is not respectable for 
me to go and participate in some of 
these outdoor sports which aré essen- 
tial for mental nnd physical relaxation. 
I protest ngainst this gambling Infamy 
degrading the football feld and the 
baseball diamond because there is noth- 
ing wrong in such games In themselves, 
but only as the gambler’s evil genius 
has made them wrong. I protest, as_ 
Robert E. Spear, the Princeton ath- 
lete, protested in his “Frank Talk 
About Gambling and Betting.” “It is 
the contention,” he wrote, “that betting 
money ls sportsmaniike. The very re- 
verse is true. It Is this that Introduces 
professionalism into college sports. 
When men stake money they are will- 
ing to do dishonorable things to shape 
the result so that they will win. The 
Introduction of money Is fatal. Bet- 
ting Is the deadly foe of true sport.” 

If you have any doubt about the 
truth of this sweeping statement you 
can easily verify it by going to some 
college town after any great athletic 
contest. The lnebriety you will witness 
on its streets is disgusting. 

But there Is another reason why 1 
denounce defiant gambling. This evil 
manin lends Its victims to’ squander 
other people's money as well as their 
own. Now, I am not alluding to the 
poor, half crazed clerk who will steal 
from his employer in order to bet on 
the races. I am not alluding to the 
poor servant girl who opens her mis- 
tress’ pocketbook in order to take out 
a fifty cent plece to squander it im a 
policy shop, or to the bank president 
who, as trustee of an estate, criminally 
sinks in wildcat speculations the mon- 
ey intrusted to his care. They are 
criminals, and they know It. But I 
am alluding to those who think they 
fare wagering only that money which 
{Is theirs by right. 

Pit of Eternal Woe. 

Young man, you sny that you own 
your own money nnd have n right to 
do with It ns you will. No, you have 
not. Where did you get that money? 
“Oh,” you say, “father left it to me in 
hig wih.” For what did be leave it to 
you? Did he not leave it as a trust? 
Did he not leave it to you In order 
that you with it could continue to 
spread abroad his Christian influence? 
Money is a representative word. 
Money translated Into the ordinary 
language of life means work and blood 
and sweat and exbausted energy. Mon- 
ey! Why, that represents the woman 
scrubbing nt the tub and the book- 
keeper compliing his Ogures and the 
nurse pouring out the medicines and 
the carpenter building houses and the 
flowers for the sick and the gospel for 
the Ignorant and the depraved. Do 
you mean to tell me, O man, that at 
the gambling table you bave o right 
to squander your mother’s and fa- 
ther's substance like that? And yet 
go into any one of the postgraduate 
schools and colleges today and you 
will Ond young men at the gaming ta- 
ble not more surely destroying them- 
selves than squandering the money 
that wns won by the self denying sac- 
rices of parental lives. 

“But,” some one else says, “the mon- 
ey l bave Is mine. Why? I did not in- 
herit It or have it given to me, I made It. 
Therefore | bave a right to do witb it 
as | please.” Ob, no, wy brother, you 
have not. That money which you 
made is not yours. It belongs to your 
children, When your little children 
came into the world they brought to 
you certain moral obligations. You 
bad no right to become a father unless 
you were reudy to the best of your 
ability to look after your bables, That 
money which you squander at the gam- 
bling table means more than money. 
It means your children’s clothes, your 
children's schooling, your children’s 
proper start in life. Dr, Nott, I belleve 
it was, Who said, ‘A gamblers heart 
after awhile will become so dead to all 
love that if necessary he will be will- 
ing to gamble upon bis own mother’s 
coffin lid.” You say that is a mon- 
atrous statement. I say it ls not. He 
may not (do that, but the gambler will 
do worse. He will destroy his chil- 
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dren. It would be Infinitely more hu- 
mane for me'to gamble upon my moth- 


ers coffin lid than to gamble away my | 


children’s education and opportunities. 
The cold lips of my dead mother could 
not rebuke me, while the cracked, blis- 
tering tongue of the outraged and dis- 
honored and disgraced child of a beart- 
leas gambler might curse my sou) into 
the black pit of eternal woe. 


A Rule With No Exceptions, 

“But,” says some one ngalo, “it is 
not certain that I should lpse. If I 
win at the gambling table I am guilt- 
less of the wrongs against parents and 
children that you are- denouncing.” 
Woll, my brother, with a gambling 
tendency you have no right to suppose 
any such case. All gamblers—sball I 
say al)? Yes, practically all—ultimate- 
ly lose every cent they ever win at 
Fortuna’s altar. There are practically 
no exceptions to this rule. Fortuna’s 
temple was built for the goddess .of 
chance, but in gambling there is no 
chance; the devotee practically loses 
all. If this statement is not true how 
can you account for the fact that every 
year the annual expenditures to run 
Monte- Carlo - are $5,000,000; and -yet 
each year the shareholders of that evil 
resort divide nearly $3,000,000 profits? 
If tħis statement is not true how can 
you account for the fact that the Lou- 
islana lottery was able to expend mil- 
lions upon millions of dollars every 
year for corruption and bribery and 
“public improvements” nnd taxes and 
yet was able to make its owners mil- 
lionaires many times over? If this is 
not truc how can the great gambling 
establishments of the large cities pay 
to the police departments thousands 
upon thousands of dollars as a sop for 
them to keep their hands off, for no 
gambling den is ever run in a large 
city without the connivance of the po- 
lice, and also to furnish thelr patrons 
course dinners, with wine, all free of 
charge, and yet make hundreds of 
thousands of dollars besides? Over 
every gambling den of the world you 
can write the words, “Only the deluded 
enter here.” Over every gambling ta- 
ble you can see the trembling bands 
of dying men lifted not to take money. 
but ultimately to leave their all. 
“All “systems” which have ever been 
devised to break the “bank of chance” 
were fallures, and they are always sure 
to be failures. In a Chinese temple I 
have seen the poor invalids before a 
hideous idol of wood make a prayer to 
their “god of health” and then select 
at random an arrow out of a wampun, 
with a certain medicine marked upon 
it, and expect that that medicine would 
cure them of their disease. So I have 
seen poor dupes in Monte Carlo in the 
same foolish way trying to work out a 
“system” by which the god of chance 
would give to them unlimited wealth. 
As all such “systems” are failures and 
will always be failures I would today 
give you a “system” which, if worked 
out, will bring a compentency and eter- 
nal happiness, if not unlimited good. 
This is my system: Never in your life 
try to possess a dollar unless you are 
rendy to give an equivalent in labor 
and sweat and toil. Never spend a 
dollar unless you have first earned it 
and have it in your possession. Never 
run into debt. Never by speculation 
or by progressive euchre party or by 
“prizes” at church fair or by “rafie” 
countenance In any way the develop- 
ment of the gambling spirit in others. 
Draw heavily from one bank only, ond 
that the great bank of divine grace. 
Circulate in every way its bank notes 
of kindness and forgiveness and sym- 
pathy. Let your one great purpose be 
not “how can I-mnke others serve me,” 
but “how can I serve others.” Let 
your faith, hope and peace be centered 
in Christ the Saviour of men and make 
him the Guide and King of your life. 
Such a “system” as I have marked out 
is a sure system. It is Christ's systein. 
It will never bankrupt you this side of, 
the grave except of your alnful menn- 
ness. And it is sure to bring you per- 
fect pence beyond the grave and give 
to you all the limitless wenlth of the 
treasure city of God. “In the sweat of 
thy brow shalt thou cat bread.”

What is the reason of the general 
lack of sentiment against bribery? May ` 
it not be traced to this source. Is there 
not a feeling in the degraded man who 
sells that his offence differs only in de- 
gree from those above him? A com- 
mon saying among.them is, “Its all I 
get out of it.” '‘You getthe offices.’’ 
This may account for the apparent 
apathy in which the ordinary man 
views the offence, . 

He feels the truth of this. 4 There is 
this much to be said in extenuation of 
the poor man who sells. He is usual- 
ly poor. He very often could not be 
induced to vote but the one way and 
the money foes for flour and bacon for 
his wife and children. 

A poor man who sells believes he is 
only imitating the politician, who 
work for office. Being ignorant he 
usually is not nice in his descrimina- 
tions. He has the example before him 
continually of men čhanging. their 
principles, or their party even, for of- 
fice. He continually hears as the 
party slogan appeals to self int rest. 
“If he votesso and so he will get so 
and so.’’ Finally he hears of legisla- 
ture selling out or voting for self in- 
terest and dubious fortunes made of 
corporations rampant and self interest, 
the predominant note of political life. 
He naturally thinks that the man or 
party who is mean enough to buy him 
would sell himself. Is it any wonder 
that he should lose confidence and re- 
gard the whole as pretence and sham. 
Is it remarkable he should take what 
he can get? 

Surely nothing here said can be 
taken asan attempt to minimize the 
offence of buying and selling votes for 
more*money. If there is any feasible 
and practicable way in which the same 
can be stopped, we should all be 
willing to join inan attempt to sup-

rant? Are there any individual ap- 
plications? An office-seeker says: “If 
you will support me for this office, I 
will help you to a place.'’ Compare it 
with the rule laid down, no matter how 
apparently visionary. Is not the man 
bribed if he accepta the offer and works 
for that motive? and the other, too? 
A common instance of practical poli- 
tics. No great harm, but is it fair, to 
put everything on the man who accepts 
the cash, and the office-seeker go Scott 
free? 

If a politician tries to impose upon 
thh community a candidate to whom 
he owes some personal favor, docs he 
not sell out the State's interest for his 
own? Whatever may be our view of 
the practicability of these things, does 
it come in the rule laid down? Nothing 
but the public good is demanded by the 
rule. If a man in office builds his 
whole political fortune by patronage 
and appointments with a selfish object 
in view, does he not sell out the State’s 
interest? Truly, who shall escape un- 
der the compelling influence of the 
rule? If a man begins his political 
career by bragging on everybody in 
office or out of office, no criticisms for 
anybody or anything,—a very amiable 
quality if sincere,—but if entirely at 
variance to what he really believes, is 
it not a deliberate barter of his sincerity 
for the purpose of self-advancement? 
What is it but a eale? It may be said 
it cannot be surprising if he should 
develop the qualities he condones in 
others. Does this infringe the rule? 

Again a man deliberately adyocates 
on the stump for the purpose of party 
and self, and knowingly misleads igno» 
rant auditors in the advocacy of 
measures of men of which he would be 
ashamed elsewhere. Suppose he plays 
upon their prejudices and ignorance, 
and does not scruple to follow any 
whim or caprice so long as it is 
podular without regard to hisown con- 
victions, Does he not betray the gov- 
ernment he pretends to uphold? If 
this isso how all pervading the sub- 
ject is! 

Again suppose a man should think 
himself reasonably patriotic—tries to 
understand his government, and his re 
lations to it, has an abiding concern 
for his party, and woujd defy any man 
to take a deeper interest. How does his 
activity compare with tnose least in- 

terested in public questions? Of course 
party activity based entirely on reward 
comes in the category laid down. We 
can’t help the Rule. Thè dividing line 
of cleavage laid down In the founda. 
tion principle compels the two views 
of civic duty. It inexorably puts on 
the one hand the single devotion to the 
‘Btate and on the other personal self 
advancement. If the first of these 
views is the correct one then it follows 


that any other motive than the public | ' 


good which influences a man’s political 
conduct is a eale of, principle and the 
man consequently particeps criminis 
in the act of bribery.. If this is rather 
strong; who is to blame? All we are 
concerned in is to'follow the subject. 
Now, a very few illustrations will suf- 
fice, Perhaps the above is sufficient, 


reot bribery exist in proportion_as self- 
interest, (here used in the sense of 
special interest, as opposed to the com- 
munity in general,) composes the warp 
and woof of political life. Being of 
the same progeny;and brood it inherits 
the same disease. Whatever may be 
our temporary ‘expedients, at any rate 
we may be sure of one thing. Bribery 
will cease with the exterminations of 
personal politics and the men bribe- 
takers of money will cease to be when 
he sees those who he thinks are his 
superiors working disinterestedly for 
the public good.

Can’t Throw Roosevelt Over. 


“Ttere is no chance about Rvose- 
velt’s nomination. The republicans 
are in for it whether they like it or not. 
He cannot be overthrown without 
disruption and ruin to the party itself. 
He has, among other things less impor- 
tant, so intimately identified himself 
with the question of negro equality 
that his defeat in convention would be 
taken as a deliberate cutting loose from 
and cold blooded marooning of tke 
enormous, and "n` fact, controlling 
colored vote, and of such a course no 
man is wise enough to predict the 
result. Supposing that vote dead, hos- 
tile or evenly divided, what tecomes of 
the republican party for national pur- 
poses? This vast negro vote is the cor- 
nerstone of Republican power. Upon 
it rests the whole superstructure of 
centralization, monopoly and class 
rule. In recognizing the black man 
for what he has actually been worth in 
practical Republican politic’, not only 
at the polls, but in the national Repub- 
lican conventions, the president has 
interpreted truly the spirit and princi- 
ples of his party and reproduced its 
invariable history.” 


May Be Determining; Issue.. 


* Governor Black said he believed the 
race question may be a determining 
issue next year. 

“I fear it is coming,” he said, “and 
is unavoidable. I eay I fear it is come 
ing, because no one of. sound heart can 
welcome a race question of any kind in 
any land without dread of the evil 
consequences which generally attend 
them. But for those consequences 
they who force the issue must be re- 
sponsible. I believe that the under- 
current of thought on this grave sub- 
ject is far deeper and more intense at 
present inthe popular mind of the 
North than in that of the South. The 
natural results of the regular and con- 
sistent policy of the Republican party 
as to the black race—first, enfranchi- 
sing the blacks for party purposes alone: 
then literally incorporating them with 
the body of the party as an indivisible 
whole; then making them the pretext 
of all manner of oppressiye legis!ation, 
threatening the freedom of elcctions 
and the liberties of the States, and now, 
after prostrating and despoiling the 
South in the reconstruction period, 
again, by renewed incitements encour- 
aging negro ambition for public office, 
thereby disturbing the peace and com- 
fort of whole communities, and colon- 
izing them in the North under the 
patronage of monopolizing corporations

where they are already in sufficient 
numbers, with their solid vote to hold 
the balance of power in favor of their 
political mu«stersa—the results of all 
this are now upon the country. 

White men divide; black never. 
Negroes are all laborers. Yet half a 
century of teaching and reasoning has 
not sufficed to draw a perceptible per- 
centage of thiir votera from the party 
of monoply to aid the cause of common 
humanity. They are today, to all in- 
tents and purposes, the political slaves 
of their political masters, us once they 
wire the domestic slaves of industrial 
muster. 

Danger of Negro Equality. 

“We uretold by RB: publican newe- 
papers that we arein no danger of 
negro equality in States, as in Mary- 
land, the whites outnumbering the 
blacks. - Iun ascnce, this is true, but in 
another »nse it is a mere dcdge. In 
such States this dense black mass, 
which never reasons, never thinks and 
knows nothing of important political 
quettions, invariably casts its dead 
weight on the one side. The frightful 
horrors thus wrought in some of the 
Southern States and the manner in 
which the Republican party profited 
and sought to profit by that awful ruin 
is well known to intelligent people all 
over the Union. And now we begin to 
realize another and, to the people of the 
North, a more serious thing. This 
black vote has kept the Republican 
party in power continuously. It does 
so today. Subtract it and the party as 
a national “concern” is” bankropt.~In- 
stead of the innocent and helpless little 
groups of persecuted negroes struggling 
for existence in the States along the 
line, which the Republican press holds 
up to excite our compassion, they are 
enough to hold the whole string of 
deciding Middle States in a Presidential 
election and to keep the local Republi- 
oan machines, allied with their ever 
faithful monopolies in power. Even in 
Pennsylvania the 75,000 negro voters, 
increasing annually by indusirial colo- 
nization and party coddling, are more 
than enough- to decidé the fate of the 
State on anvtbing like a fair vote. 


Pressing The Issue. 


“As before said, many Democrats 
and many thoughtful citizens besides 
fear that this race issue is about to be 
pushed on usin final form. They do 
not desire it; they dread and would 
evade it, if possible. But what are they 
to do? They must somewhere and 
some time make a stand in self-defense. 
The President and his party drive the 
issue. They grant us no respite. They 
press it at every turn. They never, by 
any accident, omit its most offensive 
presentation out of decent regard for 
the feelings of white people. The 
President's appointments in the South 
and the harassments of those commu- 
nities which followed have deeply 
impressed he whole country; the sig- 
nificant series of criminal outbreaks 
this summer, whether justly or unjustly 
are widely charged up to those political 
and social encouragements, and the 
popular belief grows that while the 
blacks hold the balance of political 
power, making border States practically 
negro States, and the Federal Govern- 
ment so much a negro government that 
the Chief Magistrate feels it his duty to 
exercise, not only all the influence of 
his own high pereonal character, but 
all the power and prestige of his great 
office, in behalf of negro equality— 
social and political—we must expect 
more and worse. 


Denounced As A Crime. 


“The original wrong of the Republie 
can party—compoeed of about two 
parts malice and greed, and one part 
bonest negro fanaticism—putting the 
ballot into the hands of a eervile horde 
of black men, but a single step removed 
from barbarism, and bidding them use 
it invariably against the white people, 
was, it is now confessed, a gigantic 
crime perpetrated in utter disregard of 
the true interests of both races. It was 
an outrage difficult to characterize in 
proper language. It has wrought evil 
to blacks and whites alike, and that 
continually. The consistent pursuit to 
this day of that original Republican 
policy of reliance upon the solid black 
mass, herding the whole race as a race, 
behind the party everywhere, North 
and South, trusting to it to carry de- 
ciding States in Presidential elections 
and to keep Republican local machines 
beyond the .each of intelligent white 
opinion, is plain and undeniable. 

“But the special emphasis and im 
portance now being given to it by the 
President and his administration, and 
the turbulence and crime which have 
naturally followed throughout the 
country under incitements thus afford» 
ed; raiee the negro question into un- 
usual prominence at this time, and the 
evident purpose of the President and 
the radical wing of his party, threaten- 
ing the partisan enforcement of the 
amendments, to make it paramount in 
next year’s elections, canot be ignored. 
The issue so made must be met some 
time. Why not now as well as again?”

party. 

Now suppose Mr. Williams were re- 
quired to produce proof of his asser- 
tions what would he say? The basis 
and ground work of the R-publican 
party in Marylund is the negro vote— 
60,000 or more strong. How has this 
vote been a power for good in Mary- 
land? 

Unfortunately for Mr. Williams, a 
great many voters remember the ''civic 
spirit” displayed by the Republicans 
when they were in control of the House 
of Delegates in 1896, and the whole 
Legislature in 1898. 

The Republican speakers are careful 
not to refer to the administration of

During 
the last four years the schools have 
been well conducted, and the school 
funds have been honestly disbursed. 

“If Tamelected” Governor and Ibe- 
lieve I will be, I shall see that the 
school commissioners are men of the 
highest character, and whatever ap- 
pointments I may make will be witha 
view of bringing about such a result. I 
will want men of ability, men interest- 
ed in public education, and their polit- 
ical a@iliations and activities shall not 
be a condition precedent to their ap- 
pointment 

“Teaching should be recognized as an 
important and difficult profession like 
law, medicine, engineering or any other 
of the honorable professions. It needs 
special preparation, and teachers should 
be appointed solely with reference to 
their professional and moral qualifica- 
tions, 

“In order to encourage competent 
and intelligent persone to enter and re- 
main. in the ranks of the profession ad- 
equate salaries should be paid to teach- 
ers, and not a remuneration—as in many 
casxe—lees than that paid to janitors 
and persons occupying such positions 
in the public service. The Legislature 
should fix a minimum salary for the 
teachers, to be pliced as high as all the 
conditions of the problem will admit. 

“Teaching being » profession, it is of 
the highest importance that the super- 
intendents (now called examiners) 
should be professionally qualified. A 
school superintendent should be an ex- 
perienced teacher aid an educational 
expert. Experience in law, medicine 
or journalism does not insure the qnal- 
ifications necessary for work of efficient 
teaching or supervising, 


Favors Civil Service Rules. 


“The last Legislature passed an ad- 
mirable law for the protection of the 
teachers, which forbids a board of 
trustees to remove a teacher with 
out specifying charges and permitting 
an appeal from this decision to the 
county school board. I believe that it 
would be well if the civil service rules 
were made to apply in the counties, as 
they now do in Baltimore city, so that 
a teacher could not be removed b 
authority without charges lai 
trial had. Superintendents (examiners) 
should have some protection of a simi- 
lar character, and a change of state ad- 
ministration should have nothing what- 
ever to do with changes among teach- 
ers or examiners, 


“The present school law was adopted 
thirty five years ago, and the many 
amendments that have been made have 
caused the law to become obscure, mis- 
leading, and, in some cases, contradict 
ory. There are many minor points 

hat need attention, which can not be 
taken up very well by the Legislature. 
For this reason, the next Legielature 
should, immediately upon asmbling, 
bring about these necessary reforms by 
| authorizing the appointmentof a com- 
mission of qualified persons, without 
regards to political affiliations, to im- 
mediately consider the ohanges neces- 
sary in the system and the laws, and to 
report promptly to the Legislature, so 
that such action as seems proper shall 
be promptly taken, Such a commis- 
sion could in lees than ninty days, stud 
the Iaw in others states and the n 
of this state, and could recommend 
such improvements as are peeded to 
make our system a firet clasa one and 
equal to the system of any other state 
in the Union, 


“The pension law for the benefit of 
superannuated teachers should be con- 
tinued in force and the necessary appro- 
priations should be granted to make it 
effective. Every county should have a 
school term of not less than nino 
months,

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Sunday. Severe Arraignment Of 
Bribery, And Strong Plea To 
Work And Vote For The 
Public Good. 


Sermon preached in the Wicomico 
Presbyterian Church, Sabbath evening, 
Oct. 25, 1908, at the request of the Anti- 
bribery League of Salisbury, Md. .” 

Text—Matt. xxii, 21; “Then ‘saith 
He unto them, ‘Render therefore unto 
Cesar the things that are Cæsar`s, and 
unto God the things that are God's’” 

This is one of the most notable (if we 
dare make the comparison) of the. eay 
ings of our Lord. Like many other 
noted utterances of His, we owe it toa 
verbal controversy with His foes in 
which, with malevolent intent, they 
sought to bring Him into conflict with 
the civil authorities, and thus caure 
His arrest ond condemnation. Our 
Saviour, with con:ummate wisdom, 
frustrated their design-and exposed 
their hypocrisy. He was not to be en- 
trapped into playing the role of a mere 
political reformer or revolutionist The 
kingdom He came to set up was a 
spiritual kingdom—a kingdom in and 

over the hearts of men, and the meth 
ods by which itis to be advanced are 
moral and spiritual. Christianity is, 
indeed, a great reforming agency,—the 
most powerful in the world.—but it 
acts not outwardly, through compulsory 
Jaw,-but- inwardly,-through righteous 
principles. It does not concern itself 
with the fact that the government is a 
monarchy or a republic. It may be 
oppressive and even unjust; the religion 
of Jesus Christ does not encourage its 
subjects to resist the payment of taxes 
or refuse to perform their civic duties. 


The State And Church. 


I. The province of the State is dis- 
tinct from the province of the Church. 
Yet Church and State are not antago- 
nistic to each other; they are allies. 
The State protects the Church in the 
exercise of her functions. of teaching 
and preaching the Gospel, and the 
Church instructs the citizens and rulers 
in their mutual duties, and offers 
prayer to God for His blessing upon the 
nation and those who bear authority 
over it. The only influence the Church 
can bring to bear upon the State is 
moral and spiritual. No minister of 
the Gospel can take adyantage of his 
official position to influence politicul 
action, but it is his bounden duty to 
exhort his people to act as good citi- 
zens, as it is to exhort them to act as 
good fathers, sons or neighbors. Surely 
a minister can enforce the command of 
Christ, “Render to Cæsar the things 
that are Cwsar’s,’’ without being ac- 
cused of preaching politics. Now, 
Cesar, or the Roman Emperor, embod- 
ied in himself the authority of the 
State. Translating this precept of 
Christ into modern language, it would 
read, “Render to the State the things 
which belong to the State,” or, more 
briefly, Do your duty to your coun- 
try.” In the Roman world the duties 
of citizenship were limited to paying 
the taxes and obeying the laws. The 
people had nothing to do with the 
selection of their rulers or the framing 
of the laws by which they were gov- 
erned. Cæsar was the State. Cæsars 
will was the law. With us it is differ- 
ent. Wearethe State. I am Cæsar; 
you are Cæsar, The powers that be are 
not only ordained by God; they are also 
chosen by the people. The voice of the 
people is (in a sense) the voice of God. 
Every man who votes exercises a sover- 
eign act. He is superior to the law- 
making power—superior to the legisla- 
tive, the judicial, the executive author- 
ity; superior to Congress, to the 
Governor, the President: for these are 
all of his making. Tremendous respon- 
sibility! Ours is a government, of 
which Cwear never dreamed—a govern- 
ment not by emperors or armies, not by 
a privileged class of men, but a govern- 
ment “of the people, by the people, for 
the people.’ Oh, but you say, “That is 
only theoretically true. Practically we 
are governed by boesea, by rings, by 
political machines."’ Well, if we are 
thus governed, it is because we are con- 
tent to be. If corrupt and unscrupu 
lous men arise to power and hold the 
reins of government, it is either because 
they form the majority of the commu- 
nity, or because good citizens are apa- 
thetic to political matters and are 
satisfied with the rule of the baser rort. 
We cannot throw the blame of a tyran- 
nous or corrujt government upon & 
Nero or a Caligula, aa the Roman citi- 
zen could do, and wash our hands of 
responsibility. We rnise our Neros or 
Caligulas to power and must bear the 
blame of an unwise or dishonest ad- 
ministration, When, therefore, I ex- 
hort you, in the name of Christ, to 
render to Cæsar the things that are 
Cwsar's, I simply exhort you to be true 
to yourselves—to piay the monarch in 
your capacity aa citizens, to act as good 
law-makers and king-makers should 
act, realizing your responsibility to God 
in the government of this nation.

Growds Cheer The Speakers At 
Ulman’s Opera House. Gov. 
Jackson And Mr. Thomas 
Perry Preside. 


A large assemblage of earnest enthus- 
iastic white people greeted the State 
candidates, Warfield, Bryan and At 
kineon, and Hon. Ieador Raynor, of 
Baltimore, at Ulman’s Opera House, 
last Saturday afternoon and evening. 

Ex-Governor Jackson presided at the 

afternoon meeting and said he was 
glad to see such a magnificent audience 
present, and he believed their presence 
showed an interest presaging & glorious 
victory on the third of November, He 
paid a glowing tribute to the nomimees 
on the State ticket. Mr. Warfield, he 
said, was nominated for Governor by 
the rank and tile of the party before 
the State convention was held and that 
the convention merely registered offic- 
ially the party’s will. At the mention 
of Mr. Warfield’s name there was 
tremendous applause from the audience 
The ex Governor said his next birthday 
would fall on the third of November, 
and that nothing would delight him 
more than to have the news flashed 
over the wires to Salisbury that Wi- 
comico had rolled up a good- majority 
for the state and county tickets. He 
plead with those present to vote for 
every nominee on the ticket. 

Hon. Edwin Warfield in making his 
first bow to a Wicomico audience said 
he hada warm spotin his heart for 
Wicomico county, which was the firet 
county (outside of his own) to indorse 
his candidacy. ‘I believe Iam the 
choice of the Democracy of Wicomico 
for Governor,”-said Mr. Warfield, “and 
I believe I am the choice of the major- 
ity of the Democracy of the State.

Do not make any other mark what- 
eyer on the ballot. 

Any mark whatever on the ballot ox- 
cept the cross marks, wh<ther in the 
square or out of it, will cause the ballot 
to be thrown out. 

Do not make a dot cr a circle or any 
other mark in the square but a cross 
mark. 


If you mark your ballot with 
an X wholly in the square like X 
this, it will be counted. Safir 


If you mark any square on your bal- 
lot with any other mark of any kind 
with your pencil outside of the square, 
your ballot will not be counted. 

Be sure not to deface or tear your 
ballot in any way. 

If your pencil happens to make a 
hole through the ballot, return the bal- 
lot and get a new one. 

Ifyou make a mistake in marking it, 
do not attempt to make a correction; 
return it tothe Judge and get a new 
one. You are entitled to a third ballot 
if the first two have been spoiled and 
returned, but you must not consume 
more than seven minutes in marking 
it.

— --BRIBERY: 


The time has come forour pen to 
say something about the sin of bribery. 
We shall lift up a voice like a trumpet. 

. There is-a great deal of advice given 

by well meaning persons that is inop- 
portune. A young woman once went 
through the wardsof a hospital dis- 
tributing religious tracts, She handed 
a tract on the sin of dancing toa man 
who had only one leg! That is an illus- 
tration of an action that was inoppor- 
tune. A little girl was once rewarded 
by her Sabbath school teacher with a 
book, the girl having perfectly recited 
a number of Scripture passages. The 
title of the book was, “Hints to a 
Young Married Couple!’ Another 
action inopportune. . 

Now, in both of these cases the ad- 
vice offered was right and proper, but 
it was misdirected. There is no uae in 
trying to kill flies with a shot gun 
Neither is it wise to attempt witha 
blow-pipe and a few pelleta of putty 
the death of a rhinoceros. 

But a word just now about the sin of 
bribery cannot be charged with being 
a word that is ill timed. This is the 
season of year when bribery comes up 
in its most virulent form from some 
dark corner of perdition and spits its 
venom into many a hand, those hands 
supposed to be fair with the principles 
of righteousness, but on election day 
seen to be dripping with ichor from 
open sores. It was a bandaged hand 
that slew the third martyred president 
of the United States; but these hands 
of which we speak boldly keep uncov- 
ered their rottenness, Those hands are 
foul with bribes. . 

Bribery isa very old sin, gray-headed 
and gray-bearded, yet still hale and 
vigorous Inthe book of Job, which 
book is conceded by scholars to be one 
of the most ancient of books, a patri- 
arch among books, it is eaid, ‘‘Fire shall 
consume the tabernacles of bribery.” 
There is the sin of bribery in the very 
dawn of human history, and pilloried 

for alltime. Sogreat a sin was it even 
at that early day as to be utterly ab 


horrent, and inviting to itself the P 


lightnings of outreged justice. 

We read in another venerable book 
of the Bible of Samuel the prophet, 
who had refused to take a bribe from 
the hand of any man. In an age when 
such asin was largely practised this 
noble citizen among the Jews stood 
aloof from bribery. Within the king- 
dom of his soul the coin of bell was not 
current. Never once did it scorch 
either palm of his hand or blister any 
one of his eight fingers ani twothumbe. 

Samuel would be a valuable man for 
a national congressor a state's legisla- 
ture in these twentieth century days. 
Every politician a Samuel would make 
this country a suburb of heaven. God 
speed the day! Out, ye lobbyists, from 
our legislative halle! Go burn your 
bank-bills, and melt your gold and sil- 
ver, and giye to the winds your railroad 

Our lawmakers are above the 
taking of bribes. But we forgot that 
we were dreaming, 

We read alsoin the book of Psalms 
“right hand is full of 
bribes.” Dayid is there praying that 
his soul may not be gathered with sin- 
ners, nor his life with bloody men.” 
In his estimation bri is associated 
with the most abomina wickedness, 
Was David rightor wrong? Right! 
Let the word have in ite pronunciation 
thé emphasis-of a twenty-ton rook 
crashing down a mountain-side. | 

` Bo do we read in’ Isaiah of this’terr- 
ble sin. Throughout the whole Bible 


‘ 
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God thunders against it. Those thun: 
der-peals are yet echoing. They break 
in presidential mansion and guberna- 
torial residence and legislative hall and 
council chamber and around the ballot 
boxes of private citizenship. They 
threaten the wrath of Judgment against 
this sin of all centuries. 

Esau accepted a bribe from the hand 
of his brother, Jacob, selling his birth- 
right for a mess of pottage. That old 
time transaction is repeated by every 
American voter who trades his right of 
citizenship, surrendering his sovereign- 
ty of opinion fora sum of money or a 
promise of a political job. Whatever 
his complexion,- whatever his standing 
in society, whatever his party affiliation, 
by so acting he discrowns himself. 

Judas sold his Lord for thirty pieces 
of silver. Those shining coins after- 
wards burnt into the betrayer’s very 
soul, and ssnt him shrieking with re- 
morse before'the unveiled face of God. 

From that case of bribery nineteen 
centuries have recoiled in horror, and 
millions of hands have been lifted 
against it in indignant protest. But he 
who barters away his manhood with the 
price of money or preferment is guilty 
of a like treason against God, 

But if those who receive bribes are 
guilty of sin, what shall be said of those 
who offer bribes? Equally guilty. In 
some instances more guilty, in that 
they often take advantage of v ant and 
stupidity, tempting men to do what 
they themselves know to be wrong, 
thus defiling the ballot box of American 
freedom with the slime of slavery; for 
the man that sells his vote becomes the 
buyer’s slave, just as much soas if he 
had stood upon an auction block and 
been knocked down to the highest bid- 
der» Out, we say, with such damnable 
practices from our land! 

We donot pen this article in the 
interest of any political party whatso 
ever, but for the sake of righteousness. 
In the name of God we denounce brib- 
ery, whatever be its kind. In that 
same holy name we call upon all 
American citizens and candidates for 
office and all that already occupy offi- 
cial positions who shall read these lines 
to keep their hands clean from the 
stain of bribery. Let no man mort- 
gage hismanhood. Let no man de-
